ISAIAH ATKINS OF TRURO, MASS., AND 
HANNAH COOK OF PHILADELPHIA

On pages 185 and 186 of The Mayflower Indez, published 
1932, volume 1, it is said that no. 8582, Hannah Cooke, daughter 
of no. 8656, William Cooke, and wife Tabitha Hall, married 
Isaiah Atkins. Likewise, on page 182, it is said that no. 8453, 
Hannah Cook, daughter of no. 8474, Josiah Cook and wife Mary, 
married Isaiah Atkins. Five years thereafter, in Mr. George E. 
Bowman’s article, More False and Faked Mayflower Claims, 
published in The Mayflower Descendant, volume XXXIV (1937), 
page 15, he stated that ‘‘Hannah® Cooke (William*, Jacob*”, 
Francis!) did not. marry Isaiah Atkins as stated in The May- 
flower Index. She married Nathan* Wright (Adam*, Hester? 
Cooke, Francis'), as shown by a deed in the Plymouth County, 
Mass., Registry of Deeds, dated 12 July 1737, from William 
Cooke of Kingston, Mass., to his Daughter Hannah Wright the 
wife of Nathan Wright.’’ 

Sixteen years previous to the publication first cited above, the 
editor of The Mayflower Descendant had noted in volume XVIIT 
(1916), page 256, that ‘‘Isaiah Atkins and Hannah Cook were 
married 12 November 1724, according to the records of Truro, 
Mass., and the births of nine children are found on the same 
records. The marriage record does not give the residence of 
either of the contracting parties, or the names of their parents, 
and this Hennah has been erroneously claimed as the daugkter 
of William* Cook (Jacob**, Francis!) of Kingston, Mass. Isaiah 
Atkins married Hannah® Cooke, daughter of Josiah* Cock 
(Deborah? Hopkins, Gyles*, Stephen!) of Eastham.’’ He cited 
the deed of 12 July 1737, William Cooke to daughter Hannah 
Wright, abovementioned, from Plymouth County Deed Book 31, 
page 114, but failed to offer evidence for his second positive state- 
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ment, and apparently overlooked the fact that the Will of Josiah 
Cooke of Eastham, Barnstable County, Mass., dated 7 December 
1727, published in the same quarterly, volume V (1903), pages 
185-186, names four sons and two daughters but no daughter 
Hannah. 

That both the above were unwarranted assumptions in regard 
to the parentage of Hannah Cook Atkins and that she was in 
fact one of the two daughters of Joseph Cook of Philadelphia, 
Penna., by his wife Mary East, is proved by the following 
abstracts from documentary evidence left by the principals 
themselves. 

In a Letter of Attorney dated 7 December 1763 and recorded 
in Philadelphia County Exemplification Record Book no. 6, page 
758, it appears that ‘‘Henry Atkins Junior of Boston in the 
Province of the Massachusetts Bay in New England, Merchant, 
Isaiah Atkins of Truro in the County of Barnstable in the said 
Province, Gent., and Hannah his wife and Rebecca Miller of the 
city of Philadelphia, widow, (the said Hannah & Rebecca being 
the daughters of Joseph Cook deceased by Mary his wife also 
deceased, which Mary Cook was one of the daughters of Benjamin 
East deceased by Hannah his wife, also deceased, which Hannah 
East was one of the daughters of John West deceased, and the 
aforesaid Mary Cook was one of the grandchildren & a devisee 
named in the last will & testament of the said John West 
deceased ),’’ made Joseph Fox and John Luken, both of the city 
of Philadelphia, Esquires, their true & lawful attorneys to take 
possession of all or any of their real estate in the city of Phila- 
delphia or in any other part of the Province. of Pennsylvania, 
to cause to be located, surveyed, and laid out all such as belongs 
to them or any of them, and to let or sell and convey the same. 
The instrument was acknowledged on 15 March 1765 by Rebecca 
Miller before Samuel Mifflin, Esq., one of his Majesty’s Justices 
for the Province of Penna., on 9 January 1764 by Isaiah Atkins 
and Hannah his wife before Barnabas Paine, Esq., one of his 
Majesty’s Justices for the County of Barnstable, and on 16 Jan- 
uary 1764 by Henry Atkins Jr., before Nathan]. Hatch, Esq., 
one of his Majesty’s Justices for the County of Suffolk, at Boston, 
and recorded 25 March 1765 as first abovesaid. 


THE MATERNAL ANCESTRY OF MARY (COOK) ATKINS 


1. Bengamin East, of Brooks Wharf, in the parish of 
St. Mary Somerset, London, sugar baker, son of William East, 
and HANNAH WEsT, spinster daughter of John West of the parish 
of St. Sepulchre, London, were married on 25th of 1st month 
(March) 1680 at the ‘‘Bull and Mouth Meeting’’ of the religious 
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Society of Friends,* and emigrated after the birth of their son 
John East to Pennsylvania, where they settled in Oxford Town- 
ship, Philadelphia County, on a tract on Taconey Creek, which 
had been surveyed to him as part of the 1250 acres leased to him 
by William Penn in 1681 as appears hereafter. Administration 
upon the estate of Benjamin East, deceased intestate, was granted 
on 6th of 9th month 1686 to Hannah East, widow, per record in 
Philadelphia County Admin. Book A, page 32, and she married 
2ndly, on 16 January 1686/7, ‘‘at her house,’’ Daniel Street* 
of said County, carpenter, by whom she had further issue, a son 
Benjamin Street. Benjamin and Hannah (West) East had 
issue of record, viz. : 


i. JoHN East, son of Benjamin and Hannah East of (St.) Mary 
Somerset (parish), London, was born 21 of 8 mo, 1682 at Brook’s 
Wharf ;* came to Philadelphia County evidently with his parents, 
and died there in or before 1707, a ‘‘cordwainer,’’ intestate and 
unmarried. 
2. ii. Mary East, married Joseph Cook, of whom further. 


2. Mary East, daughter of Benjamin and Hannah East of 
Oxford Township, Philadelphia County, Penna., was born there 
22 of 6 mo. 1685, according to an entry in the records of Abington 
Monthly Meeting of Friends. She married in or before 1706 
JosEPH Cook of Philadelphia, ‘‘Cooper’’ (who appears as such 
in the land records 1701-22), a son of Arthur Cooke of that city, 
and apparently died before 1722, in which year one Joseph Cook 
‘fof the city of Philadelphia, cooper,’’ apparently the same 
person as her husband, appears of record with wife Margaret 
(Widdowson) Cook, as hereafter cited. The estate of Joseph 
Cook does not appear in the probate records of Philadelphia, 
nor is he mentioned in the minutes of Philadelphia Monthly 
Meeting of which his parents were members, and the date of his 
death in or before 1747 and the place of his possible migration 
have not been recovered for this account. Joseph and Mary 
(East) Cook had issue of record, viz.: 


i. Brenzgamin Cook, d. intestate and without issue. 
ii. JoHN CooK, apparently also d. intestate and without issue. 
iii. Repecca Cook, living 1763 in Philadelphia, then widow Miller; 
signed the power of attorney above cited. Apparently she was 
the Rebecca Cooke whose marriage to William Miller on 4 of 8 
mo. 1726 is of record by the First Presbyterian Church of Phila-

An led documentary account of the ancestry of Arthur Cooke of London, 
England, of Newport, Rhode Island, and of Philadelphia, and briefly of his children, 
appears in A. R. Justice, Ancestry of Jeremy Clarke of Rhode Island, and Dungan Gene- 
alogy (19227), on page 582 of which this Joseph Cook, with wife Mary (East) Cook, 
appears as a son of said Arthur Cook. 
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delphia,¢ as also the baptisms of their children:—Joseph on 4 of 
7 mo. 1727, Mary on 7 of 9 mo, 1728, and Eleanor on 2 of 10 
mo. 1730. The estate of William Miller does not appear in 
Philadelphia probates. 

HANNAH Cook, b. 1707 in Phila.; mar. Isatan ATkiIns of Truro, 
Mass., of whom further. 

(sup.) JosEPH Cook ‘‘son of Joseph & Mary’’ was buried 15 of 7 
mo. 1710, according to the register of non-Quaker burials in 
Philadelphia kept by the Society of Friends.4 


The following Abstracts from the public records of Philadel- 
phia are cited in evidence for the above genealogy. 


(1) Tripartite Deed dated 9 of 7 mo. 1701:— Joseph Cooke ‘‘now 
resident at New York,’’ son and devisee of Arthur Cooke late of the County 
of Philadelphia, Penna., yeoman, deceased, of the lst part; John Cooke of 
said County, yeoman, son and heir of said Arthur, of the 2nd part; and 
Henry Badcock of the Town of Philadelphia, brewer, of the 3rd part; by 
which said Joseph Cooke for 60 pds., and said John Cooke for 5 shillings, 
conveyed to said Badcock a lot having 30 feet frontage on the west side 
of the Front Street in Philadelphia, which, with the other part of the whole 
lot, on the east side of the Dock, was granted and confirmed unto said 
Joseph Cook by William Penn, Proprietary and Governor, by patent dated 
24 of 5 mo. last, and now in the actual possession of said Badcock, (Phila. 
Deed Book H-20, p. 413.) 


(2) Deed dated 18 Sept. 1706:—Joseph Cook of city of Phila., cooper, 
and wife Mary (sole daughter and heir of Benjamin East late of the city 
of London, sugar baker, deceased), convey for 500 pounds, to Daniel Street 
of Phila. County, yeoman, and Hannah his wife, a 300 acres tract, part of 
400 on Quisonoman Creek in Oxford Township, said County, of which said 
Benjamin East died seized, with all the houses, etc. (Phila. Exemplification 
Record Book No. 8, page 317.) 


(3) Deed dated 25 November 1707:—Joseph Cook of the city of Phila- 
delphia, province of Penna., cooper, and Mary his wife (the only sister 
and heir of John East, late of the County of Philadelphia, cordwainer, 
deceased, who was the only son and heir of Benjamin East late of Brooks 
Wharf in the city of London, sugar baker, deceased) convey to Jacob Hall 
of Oxford Township in said County, for 96 pounds, 110 acres with the 
houses, outhouses, edifices, etc., part of 585 acres which were surveyed on 
Taconey Creek in Oxford Township for said Benjamin East by warrant 
of 12 of 6 mo. 1682 by Thomas Holme, late Surveyor General of said 
Province, as part of 1250 acres which William Penn, Proprietary and 
Governor conveyed to said Benjamin East by indentures of lease and release, 
dated 13 and 14 October 1681, at the yearly quit rent of 1 shilling per 
hundred acres. (Ibid. p. 380.) 


(4) Déed dated 17 Feb. 1709:—Joseph Cook of the city of Philadelphia, 
cooper, and Mary his wife, daughter of Hannah (the now wife of Daniel 
Street of the county of Philadelphia, carpenter) who was one of the 
daughters of John West, late citizen and girdler of London, deceased, (the 
said Mary being also the sister and heir of John East, late son of the 
said Hannah by her former husband, Benjamin East, deceased), and Ben- 
jamin Street of the said County, yeoman, son of the said Hannah by her 
said husband Daniel Street, convey to Toby Leech the younger, of said

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County, yeoman, for 100 pounds, a 198 acres tract in Cheltenham Township, 
said County. Recital that William Penn, Proprietary and Governor, by 
indentures of Lease and Release conveyed to John West 1250 acres of land 
later laid out in said Province of Penna., of which 198 acres were surveyed 
in Cheltenham Township to him by warrant dated 26 of 6 mo. 1682, bounded- 
northwest by land late of Nehemiah Mitchell, now of Richard Hall, south- 
west by land late of Benjamin East, now of Daniel Street, and southeast 
by land late of said East, and the said John West made his will dated 
25 May 1698 and devised ‘‘ All and every my messuages, lands, tenements, 
ete., whatsoever, scituate, lying & being in Pennsylvania in America unto 
my said grand children John East, Mary East, and Benjamin Street,’’ and 
said John West soon after died. The said John East afterwards died 
intestate, seized of one full third part of said lands, after whose decease 
the same descended to the said Mary Cook his only sister and heir now. 
(Phila. Deed Book E6, vol. 7, p. 114.) 


(5) Deed dated 20 March 1711/12:—Joseph Cook of the city of Phila- 
delphia, cooper, and wife Mary ‘‘the only daughter and heir of Benjm. 
East, late of London, sugar baker, deceased,’’ and Daniel Pritchard of 
Byberry Township, Philadelphia County, Penna., taylor, acquit to John 
Holme of Lower Dublin Township, said County, miller, for 240 pounds 
paid to said Daniel Pritchard by him, the 700 acres on Neshaminy River, 
with a certain messuage thereon erected. Recital that William Penn of 
Worminghurst, County Sussex, England, Proprietary and Governor of said 
Province, conveyed to said Benjamin East by indentures of Lease and 
Release dated 13 and 14 October 1681, 1250 acres to be surveyed and laid 
out in said Province, of which 640 acres were surveyed to him and resur- 
veyed as 700 acres to said Joseph Cook and Mary his wife who became 
seized thereof and for 80 pounds sold ‘‘but not effectually conveyed’’ the 
said 700 acres to said Daniel Pritchard who is now in possession thereof. 
(Phila. Deed Book E7 vol. 8, p. 151.) 


(6) Deed dated 28 March 1713:—John Cook of the County of Phila- 
delphia, yeoman, son and heir of Arthur Cook, deceased, and Mary his wife, 
and Joseph Cook of Philadelphia, cooper, another son of the said Arthur 
Cook, and Mary his wife, convey for 250 pounds to Benjamin Vining of 
Philadelphia, merchant, the property having 30 feet frontage on the west 
side of Front Street in said city and extending from said street down to 
the west side of the Dock, bounded north by Thomas Barker, east by said 
street, south by late Enoch Flower now of the heirs of Joseph Kiril, and 
west by Henry Badcock, with all and singular the buildings, ete. Recital 
that said Arthur Cook being seized of said property, made his will dated 
13 Sept. 1699 and inter al. devised ‘‘Unto my son Joseph Cook my dwell- 
ing house and lott in Philadelphia, he paying unto my wife ten pounds 
per year during her life and 50 pounds six years after the proving of this 
my will,’’? and that said Arthur Cook soon after died so seized of the 
premises aforesaid and the will was duly proved. And that William Penn 
by patent dated 24 July 1701 granted and confirmed to said Joseph Cook 
the said messuage and lot. (Phila. Deed Book G 12, p. 444.) 


(7) Power of Attorney dated 17 July 1722:—Joseph Cook of the city 
of Philadelphia, cooper, and wife Margaret the daughter of Robert Wid- 
dowson, late of London, taylor, deceased, in consideration of a competent 
sum of money paid them by Richard Webster of said city, apothecary, assign 
to him the legacies devised to them or to George Wingfield, William Ellwood, 
and Thomas Roads, or any of them or to any other persons in trust for 
us by William Widdowson, the said Margaret’s uncle, deceased, and make 
said Webster their attorney to receive the said money or to recover the 
same. Attested by Charles Brockden, one of the witnesses, 13 April 1730 
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before Edward Roberts, one of the Justices of the Peace for the city and 
county of Philadelphia. (Philadelphia Deed Book F5, p. 48.) 


3. Hannau Cook, born in 1707 in Philadelphia, daughter of 
Joseph and Mary (East) Cook, died 21 March 1783 in her 77th 
year, ‘‘wife of Isaiah Atkins,’’ according to inscription on grave- 
stone in the old North Cemetery in Truro, Barnstable County, 
Mass.* Isaiah Atkins died 3 April 1782 in his 79th year, accord- 
ing to the same. In a list of fourteen marriages dated from 
1724 to 1741 inclusive, ‘‘ All by Mr. John Avery Pastour of ye 
Chh at Truroe and recorded by me Thos. Paine Town Clerk June 
14, 1744,”’ is the item ‘‘Isaiah Atkins married to Hannah Cook 
november 12: 1724’’* The births of nine children of this couple 
also appear in said town records. Further evidence appears in 
the following abstracts from Philadelphia records. ‘‘Isaiah and 
Hannah Atkins, adult,’’ were baptised 18 December 1726, and on 
the same date she, as ‘‘Hannah wife of Isaiah Atkins,’’ was 
admitted a member of the Church of Truro,* marking her depart- 
ure from her Quaker ancestors. The children born to Isaiah and 
Hannah (Cook) Atkins as listed in the town records of Truro, 
adn baptised for them according to tlie register of the said 
church® :—

(8) Deed of Sale dated 27 March 1747:—Isaiah Atkins of Truro, in 
the County of Barnstable, Province of Massachusetts Bay in New England, 
yeoman, and Hannah his wife ‘‘Who is one of the daughters of Joseph 
Cook deceased by Mary his wife also deceased, which said Mary was 
formerly Mary East, daughter of Benjamin East deceased, she being one 
of the grand children and devisees named in the last will and testament of 
John West, late of London, citizen and girdler, deceased,’’ convey for 100 
pounds ‘‘in good bills of credit of the said Province’’ paid by Henry 
Atkins Jr. of Boston, in County of Suffolk, and province aforesaid, mer- 
chant, to him one half of all messuages, plantations, lots, etc. in the Province 
of Pennsylvania and Counties of New Castle, Kent, and Sussex on Delaware, 
or any of them, whereof we or either of us are now seized or may be 
entitled under the will of said John West deceased, or under Benjamin

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East, deceased grandfather of said Hannah Atkins, or under any other 
person. Acknowledged by said Isaiah and Hannah Atkins on the abovesaid 
date before Solomon Lambard, Justice of the Peace, in Barnstable County, 
and recorded 28 June 1749. (Philadelphia Deed Book G 11, p. 280.) 


(9) Deed dated 23 June 1763:—Isaiah Atkins of Truro, County of Barn- 
stable, province of Mass. Bay in New England, yeoman, and wife Hannah, 
and Henry Atkins Jr. of Boston, in County of Suffolk, in said Province, 
merchant, and wife Elizabeth, and Rebecca Miller of the city of Phila- 
delphia, widow, acquit to Joseph Fox of said City, Esq., for 56 pounds, 
**for the completion of said agreement’’ of sale, a 382 acre tract on the 
southwest side of the road from Moyer’s Mill to Philadelphia, in or near 
Montgomery township in Philadelphia County, province of Penna., bounded 
southeast by James Logan, southwest by the line of Gwynedd Township, 
northwest by John Wright and Michael Wireman, and northeast by said 
road. Recital that said tract was surveyed in right of an original purchase 
made by John West, late'of the parish of St. Sepulcher, London, citizen 
and girdler, in his lifetime, from William Penn Esq., the Proprietary and 
Governor of the said Province, and that said John West by his will dated 
25 May 1698 devised all his messuages ete in Pennsylvania to his three * 
grand children—John East, Mary East, and Benjamin Street, and that 
said John East died seized of his undivided third part intestate and without 
issue, whereupon it devolved upon his only sister and heir the said Mary 
East who intermarried with Joseph Cook by whom she had issue only four 
children namely Benjamin, John, the aforesaid Rebecca Miller party hereto, 
and Hannah now the aforesaid wife of Isaiah Atkins, and upon the said 
Mary Cook’s death intestate, her two-thirds parts of the premises descended 
unto her said four children, her eldest son having a double share, to wit 
2/5 of 2/3, and each of the other children 1/5 of 2/3, and also the said 
Benjamin Cook died intestate and without issue. And that said Isaiah 
Atkins and wife Hannah by deed of 27 March 1747 granted to said Henry 
Atkins one half of all their estate ete in the premises. Recorded 5 October 
1784. (Philadelphia Deed Book D 10, p. 370.) 

(10) Deed dated 24 June 1763:—Isaiah Atkins of Truro, Barnstable 
County, Province of Massachusetts Bay in New England, and wife Hannah, 
by their attorney Henry Atkins Jr. of Boston, merchant, and Rebecca 
Miller* of the city of Philadelphia, widow, convey to James Gibbons* of 
said city, mariner, two lots there, for 50 pounds, each 23% frontage on 
east side of Schuylkill Front Street by 396 depth to Second Street, the 
one formerly of Benjamin East, an original purchaser of 1250 acres in 
1683, and the other next adjacent on the south, formerly of John West, 
also an original purchaser of 1250 acres, with all and singular the buildings 
ete. Acknowledged 25 June 1763 by said Rebecca Miller and Henry Atkins 
attorney before Samuel Mifflin, Esq., one of the Justices of the Peace. 
(Philadelphia Deed Book H 19, p. 81.) 


* James Gibbon, a sea-captain and master of the shin Ann which was registered at 
Philadelphia 22 April 1752, married Mary Miller, daughter of William Miller and wife

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THE MAC DOWELLS OF STONINGTON, CONN. 
By H. Minor Pirman, A.B., LL.B. 


The MacDowell family of Stonington, Connecticut, has been 
variously and wrongly recorded in Arnold’s Vital Records of 
Stonington and in several genealogical works, partly owing to 
a misreading of the name as McDonald and an error in the 
published records of the 1st Church in Stonington. Careful 
scrutiny of the original records and the facts shown in the will 
and the settlement of the estate of Fergus MacDowell reveal the 
family to have been as follows: 

1. Ferreus MacDowE b. probably in Ireland ca. 1650; d. 
Stonington, 22 Oct. 1725 in the 76th year of his age, was of 
* Scotch-Irish parentage. He was a merchant in Stonington before 
1695, where he was admitted to the Congregational Church on 
12 Jan. 1701. His wife was Mary Cleasby, daughter of Ezekiel 
and sister of William Cleasby. She predeceased him, as she is 
not mentioned in his will. His will, dated 3 Nov. 1720, proved 
23 Nov. 1725, shows that in Ireland he hada sister Jane 
MacDowell and a brother Archibald. The latter had a son 
Archibald who took up his residence in Preston, Conn., before 
1724. Fergus MacDowell was buried in the Wequetequock 
Burial Ground, near Stonington. 


The children of Fergus and Mary (Cleasby) MacDowell were: 


2. i. Mary, b. probably Ireland, ca. 1677. 
3. ii. JOHN, b. probably Lreland, perhaps as early as 1680. 
lili. JAMES, bpt. Stonington, 30 Jan. 1696/7; d. before 1720. 


2. Mary MacDoweE tu, b. probably in Ireland, ca. 1677; d. 
Stonington, 23 March 1742/3 ‘‘aged 65’’; m. Stonington, 13 Dee. 
1698, William Chesebrough, b. Stonington, 3 April 1662; d. 
Stonington, 2 Jan. 1739/40, son of Samuel Chesebrough. Both 
were buried in the Wequetequock Burial Ground. The Chese- 
brough Genealogy is in error in giving the date of her death as 
1744/5 aged 66. 


The children of William and Mary (MacDowell) Chesebrough, 
b. Stonington, were : 


i. WILLIAM, b. 20 Oct. 1699, d. 1 Feb. 1700.

3. JoHN MacDowELL, b. probably Ireland, perhaps as early 
as 1680; bpt. Stonington, 10 March 1694/5; d. Stonington, 7 May 
1759; m. Stonington, 7 May 1715, Lucia [Lucy] Stanton. The 
published records of the 1st Congregational Church of Stoning- 
ton are in error in giving the husband of Lucy Stanton as 
‘* James’? McDowell and Arnold’s Vital Records are likewise in 
error in calling him John ‘‘McDonald.’’ Lucy Stanton, b. 
3 May 1696, was daughter of Robert and Joanna (Gardner) 
Stanton. On 1 Sept. 1723, she owned the covenant and was 
admitted to the Congregational Church in Stonington. On 27 
Oct. 1723, her husband, John MacDowell, owned the covenant 
and was subjected to discipline. On the same day his three 
eldest children were baptized. 


The children of John and Lucy (Stanton) MacDowell, b. 


Stonington, were: 


i. JAMES, b. 21 Dee. 1715; d. 15 May 1725. 

ii. Mary, b. 9 June 1717 (or 1712); living 1768; m. (1) Stonington, 
18 or 29 March 1736, Zebulon Chesebrough. In the original 
Vital Records of Stonington, Vol. 2, p. 74, her birth date is 
distinctly recorded as in 1712. These vital records were evi- 
dently entered at a time subsequent to the births they record 
and it is extremely likely that the date should have been in 1717, 
which date may have been misread by the clerk making the 
entry. The marriage of John MacDowell and Lucia Stanton is 
recorded as given above, 7 May 1715 and immediately followed 
by the births of all his children in chronological order, except 
for Mary, whose name and date appear between James, born in 
1715 and Sarah, born in 1721. As all the other children were 
born approximately three years apart, it is improbable that 
there was a gap of six years between 1715 and 1721 and that 
Mary’s birth would be entered out of order. If the recording 
of the year 1712 is correct, then John MacDowell presumably 
had a wife before Lucy Stanton.

(Button) Park. The year of birth as recorded in the Stonington 
Vital Records is 1727 but if, as is probable, the baptismal 
record is correct, the year should doubtless have been 1726.

THE WIFE OF GEORGE GARDINER OF 
NARRAGANSETT

GARDINER (Nicholas*, George!) of South Kingstown 
left a numerous posterity, now scattered over the country, by 
his first wife Susanna. As his marriage is not recorded and as 
no information upon the question of her identity is to be found 
in either wills or deeds, the question of who she was offers a 
problem of considerable difficulty. The purpose of this paper is 
to identify Susanna. 

George Gardiner was born in Kingstown (undoubtedly in that 
part of old Kingstown, which, in 1719, was set off as South 
Kingstown) on 2 Nov. 1696 and lived there all his long life, 
with the exception of some years (about 1753-1765) when he was 
at New Shoreham, although during this period he still maintained 
the closest connection with his native place. In fact most of 
this period he appears to have been rather commorant, than a 
regular inhabitant, at New Shoreham (Block Island). He died 
at South Kingstown shortly before 3 Jan. 1787, when his will, 
dated 19 Jan. 1783, was proved. He first appears in the probate 
records of South Kingstown, when his eldest brother, Nicholas, 
declared to the Town Council that their father, Nicholas, 
intended that his land should be divided between his three sons, 
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Nicholas, Ezekiel and George, when they came of age. (Austin 
p. 82). George lived in South Kingstown on a farm deeded him 
by his brother Nicholas Jr. on 18 Feb. 1718, which bounded West 
on 100 acre or Worden’s Pond. He was a Freeman at South 

Kingstown in 1724. Thereafter George bought two other farms 

and later made deeds of gift to his sons, Nicholas, Ezekiel and 

George. He was Surveyer of Highways in South Kingstown in 

1742. On 6 Nov. 1753 he is described as a resident of New 

Shoreham in a mortgage deed of some of his land in South 

Kingstown. In 1757 he was on a petit Jury from South Kings- 

town and in 1758 he was Overseer of the Poor in that town. In 

1761, however, he was a Freeman at New Shoreham and was 

taxed there on 14 Nov..1760 (New Shoreham Rec. IV, 2). On 

28 Oct. 1763 he was given leave by the New Shoreham Town 

Council to set up a store at the East Harber (ib. IV, 32). In 

1763 and 1764 he was on a Kingstown Grand Jury. He may 

have been at the Island as late as 1766 but, thereafter, he lived 

solely in his native town of South Kingstown. 

He married his first wife, Susanna, evidently in the latter 
half of 1719, as their first child was born on 25 July 1720. By 
her he had the following children, all born in South Kingstown : 

1. GrorGE, born 25 July 1720. Married on 22 April 1742, Saran 
Boss at South Kingstown. On 3 June 1773 he was living in 
Pownal, Mass, (now Vt.). 

HANNAH, born 27 May 1723. Married 27 May 1739, CaLes 

WESTCOTrT. 
Amig, born 15 Aug. 1725. Married 10 Dec. 1741, STEPHEN TeEFrF’. 
Mary, born about 1727. Married in or before 1749, JErrrry 
CHAMPLIN. 

5. Sara, born about 1729. Married (1) 8 June 1761, Capt. Josian 
SHEFFIELD of New Shoreham, and (2) after 22 Jan. 1768 and 
about 1769, JoHN LITTLEFIELD, Esq., of New Shoreham, as his 
2nd wife; by him she had two daughters. 

6. Dorcas, born 27 May 1732. Married in or before 1754, Epwarp 
PERRY. 

7. NiIcHOLAS, born in or about 1734. Married 28 March 1754, 
HANNAH CHAMPLIN. 

8. EZEKIEL, born in or about 1738. Married 1 Feb. 1770, Mary 
GARDINER of North Kingstown.

Susanna died before 10 Feb. 1742/3 on which date George 
Gardiner married (2) Sarah Potter ‘‘gentlewoman,’’ widow of 
Ichabod Potter of South Kingstown and daughter of John and 
Mary (Hazard) Robinson of Newport, born 22 Jan. 1707. By 
Sarah he had: 
9. RowLanpD, born Dec. 1743 (probably died young). Not named in 
his father’s will. 
10. THANKFUL, born 22 Feb. 1744/5 (probably died young). Not 
named in her father’s will. 
11, EizapeTu, born 174 (about 1747). Married 22 March 1770, 
Rouse Porrer. 
12. ABIGAIL, born about 1748 or 1749. Married 5 Nov. 1769, Roper 
PorTrer, JR. 
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In order to ascertain the family name of the first wife, Susanna, 
the writer examined the printed vital records of Washington 
and Kent Counties, R. I. (including the towns of North and 
South Kingstown, Exeter, Westerly, Warwick and East Green- 
wich, R. I.), as well as Updike’s History of the Narragansett 
Church, ed. Goodwin, and all the families listed in Austin’s 
Genealogical Dictionary of Rhode Island and the printed vital 
records of New Shoreham, for a Susanna, born between 1694 
and 1705, who could fit the case. [It may be noted that the vital 
records of Washington County are by no means complete as a 
list of all the children born in this region, but that in Austin 
the families are far more complete, although some persons may 
have escaped him. It should also be noted that the North 
Kingstown records have suffered from fire, which burned off the 
edges of the book, thus in some cases obliterating the name and in 
others the date of birth. However, they offer a fairly complete 
picture of the births in old Kingstown. It is most unlikely that 
George Gardiner married far from home, as all his long life was 
passed in South Kingstown, with the exception of the years he 
lived near by at Block Island. So we may conclude that Susanna 
came from in or about Washington County. 

The following list of the Susannas, gleaned from the above 
sources, is not complete but those omitted can easily be otherwise 
accounted for.

Susanna, daughter of Robert Hazard born 16 January 1700/1.

Susanna, daughter of James Burrill of Bristol born before 12 Apr. 
1693. 
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Susanna, daughter of William Gardiner of Kingstown, born 
about 1692, married probably (1) in or about 1718 William King 
and had Susanna King, who married 9 April 1738 Edmund 
Pendleton, and Mary King, who married 17 March 1750/1 John 
Pullman. Susanna probably married (2) Potter and had 
Marbery, Thomas, Susanna and Mary Potter. William Gardiner 
died in 1711. His widow, Elizabeth’s will, dated Feb. 1736/7, 
was proved 15 March 1736/7. She mentions her granddaughter 
Susanna King and her granddaughters Marbery, Susanna and 
Mary Potter and her grandson Thomas Potter (‘‘The Gardiners 
of Narragansett,’’ Robinson, pp. 6, 18-19). 

Othniel Tripp of Kingstown was the son of John and Susanna 
Tripp of Portsmouth born on 5 June 1676. He removed to 
Kingstown and married Mary Potter. His children, including 
his daughter Susanna, are recorded in Kingstown, but the dates 
are unfortunately burned away. Susanna was born 12 Feb. 
(about 1703-1705, as she was the fifth child). Othniel removed 
from Kingstown to Newport, where he was a Freeman in May 
1718. On 2 June 1721 Jeddiah Allen of Dartmouth married 
‘*Penelope, daughter of Othniel Tripp of Newport’’ (she was 
born at Kingstown on 18 June ) (Newport Quaker Records, 
ed. Arnold). The fact that Othniel went to Newport prior to 
1718 makes it most unlikely that George Gardiner, who, evi- 
dently, stuck closely to South Kingstown, married this Susanna, 
who in 1719 was evidently residing in Newport. 

Susanna, daughter of John and Sarah Potter of Kingstown, 
born on 17 Sept. 1704 married at North Kingstown on 20 Dee. 
1721 George Babcock Jr. of Westerly (Babcock Genealogy, 
p. 45). 

Susanna, daughter of Henry Hall Jr. of Westerly, was one of 
twelve children, being the eighth. From chronological consid- 
erations she must have been born in or about 1694. Her father, 
in his will, dated 1 Nov. 1716, proved 22 July 1717 left 325 acres 
of land in Westerly (i.e. in that part set off in 1738 as Charles- 
town) to his five daughters Susanna Hall, Elizabeth Britten, 
Lydia, Mary and Martha Hall. An examination of the land 
evidence of Westerly between 1715 and 1738 discloses no mention 
of George Gardiner, as it is almost certain it would, if he had 
married Susanna, who held land in that town, hence there can 
be hardly any doubt that he did not marry Susanna Hall. 

Susanna, daughter of Oliver Babcock, born at Westerly on 
20 Sept. 1705, married James, son of Samuel Beebe and she is 
ealled ‘‘Susanna Beebe’’ in her father’s will, dated 3 Dec. 1761, 
proved 1 Nov. 1773 (Babeock Genealogy, p. 25). 

Susanna, daughter of Michael Spencer of East Greenwich, 
born 13 March 1697/8, married at East Greenwich on 17 March 
1719/20 Benjamin Briggs. 
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Susanna, daughter of Robert Spencer of East Greenwich, 
Kingstown and Exeter, born 4 March 1698/9, married at East 
Greenwich as ‘‘daughter of Robert,’’ Benjamin Spencer on 
10 Nov. 1717. 

Susanna, daughter of James Greene of Warwick, born 24 May 
1688, married at Warwick on 1 Feb. 1711/2 Joseph Hull of 
Kingstown. 

Susanna, daughter of Jabez Greene of Warwick, born on 30 
June 1699, married in that town in or about 1719 William 
Chadsey. They had a son Jabez Chadsey born in April 1720 
(Greene Genealogy, by Gen. George S. Greene). 

Susanna, daughter of William Manchester, was born about 
1686-1693. She married prior to 18 June 1718 John Taber of 
Dartmouth and was his widow on 11 Oct. 1728. That eliminates 
her as a possible wife of George Gardiner. This is important 
as her sister, Elizabeth, married on 27 Dec. 1694 Ichabod Sheffield 
at Portsmouth, who not long after settled in South Kingstown, 
and Susanna Manchester also had a sister named Amey. The 
evidence as to Susanna’s marriage is as follows: The will of 
John Taber of Dartmouth, husbandman, dated 18 June 1718, 
was proved on 21 Nov. 1727. He names his wife Susanna, his 
two daughters Mary and Sarah and his two eldest sons Philip 
and William as well as his younger son Thomas. He made his 
wife Susanna the executrix (Bristol Co. Probate Vol. VI p. 39). 
This John Taber was born at Dartmouth on 18 July 1684, the 
son of Philip Jr. and Mary (Cooke) Taber (cf. Austin’s Gen. 
Die. R. I. p. 195). On 11 Oct. 1728, ‘‘ William Manchester, 
son of William Manchester of Tiverton in the county of Bristol 
&e, yeoman,’’ for £200 bills of credit ‘‘paid by my sister Susanna 
Taber of Dartmouth widow,’’ deeded her certain land, 350 acres, 
in the Puncatest lots between Puncatest and the Dartmouth line”’ 
(Bristol Co. Deeds, Book XII, p. 448). 

Susanna, daughter of John and Mary Tripp of Portsmouth, 
was born on 26 Nov. 1698, and on 4 Aug. 1726 as ‘‘Susanna Tripp 
of Tiverton’’ she married at Portsmouth, Peter Davol ‘‘of 
Dartmouth.’’ 

Susanna, daughter of Thomas and Susanna Cornell of Ports- 
mouth, born on 22 July 1702, married at Portsmouth on 6 Feb. 
1721/2, John, son of Jonathan Bennett (Portsmouth Vital Rec. 
ed. Arnold, p. 67; Cornell Genealogy, p. 30). 

Susanna, daughter of James Burrill and Dinah Nicholson his 
wife (from Portsmouth) was born at Bristol, Mass. (now R. I.) 
between 1691 and 1694 (cf. Austin, p. 139). That George 
Gardiner should have gone so far away as Bristol for a wife, 
a town which had little or no connection with South Kingstown, 
is most unlikely. 
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We have now considered the various Susannas above listed of 
the right age to have been the wife of George Gardiner, except 
Susanna, daughter of Robert and Amie Hazard of South Kings- 
town, who was born at Kingstown on 16 Jan. 1700/1. Robert 
and Amie Hazard of (South) Kingstown had issue: 1. Jeffrey 
(‘‘Stout Jeffrey’’) born 29 Sept. 1698; 2. Susanna, born 16 Jan. 
1700/1; 3. Hannah, born 26 Feb. 1702/3; 4. Robert, born 19 Jan. 
1708/9; 5. Thomas, born 18 June 1713; 6. Amey, born 20 Sept. 
1715; 7. Mary, born 14 May 1718. The will of Robert Hazard, 
dated 30 Sept. 1718, was proved 10 Nov. 1718. He left £100 to 
his daughter Susanna and like amounts to his daughters Amey 
and Mary at 17 years of age (Austin, p. 321). 

There can be no shadow of a doubt but that George Gardiner’s 
first wife Susanna was identical with Susanna, daughter of 
Robert and Amie Hazard, who was born in 1701. She lived in 
South Kingstown and was a near neighbor* of George Gardiner, 
whose wife was undoubtedly a South Kingstown woman. George 
and Susanna Gardiner had daughters named Amie and Mary, 
both names which do not occur in his father’s family, but which 
do occur in that of Robert Hazard. Of these names Amie is 
quite an uncommon one. Susanna Hazard is exactly the right 
age to have married George and she is otherwise unaccounted for. 
She evidently married George Gardiner as his first wife. 

The name Jeffrey occurring in the family of Robert Hazard is 
distinctive of the Champlin family of South County and there 
can be scarcely any doubt but that his wife, Amie, was a member 
of the Champlin family and undoubtedly a daughter of Jeffrey? 
Champlin, Jr. (Jeffrey!) of Westerly and Kingstown, who died 
about 1715, one of whose children, his son Jeffrey, alone is known. 


‘STRICKLAND NOTES

The compiler is greatly indebted to Robert Furman, M.D., of 
New York, N. Y., and to Miss Consuelo Furman, for the record data on the 
Edmund Strickland family presented herein. Any conclusions based on 
these data, however, are solely the opinion of the compiler. 


I. John Strickland of Long Island 


The early Stricklands are extremely difficult. No direct evi- 
dence has been seen to prove relationship between the early 
settlers of the name. There is something in the orderly processes 

*The Mumford farm lay between that of George Gardiner and Robert Hazard. I am 


indebted to Dr. Sheridan E. Gardiner of Mount Pleasant, Michigan, for valuable informa- 
tion regarding the exact location of George Gardiner’s home farm. 
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of the human mind, which causes us, in working on a problem 
of this sort, to seek connections and to fit each individual into a 
definite niche. Yet while it is true that some of the colonists 
came in family groups, and two, three, or more brothers came 
together, others with identical surnames who came to New 
England were unrelated. It is necessary, frequently, to curb the 
natural impulse to jump to the conclusion that two or more 
early settlers of the same name must have been members of the 
same family. Often they were ; sometimes they were not. In each 
such problem, the evidence needs to be studied. Strong indica- 
tions of relationship may be found, or such indications may be 
weak, and it is at times safest to leave the question unanswered 
in the end. 

Most writers have assumed that John and Edmund Strickland 
were brothers, and Thwaite Strickland of Dedham, Mass., has 
usually been called a son of John. John in fact has become a 
kind of catch-all for stray Stricklands, who have been cast willy- 
nilly into his paternal lap. Nearly a decade ago, a critical study 
of the family of John Strickland was made by Mr. Herbert F. 
Seversmith and published in The American Genealogist (vol. 11, 
pp. 81-87, 145-153, 197-208). To the statements of fact there 
made, we find little to add, nor can we quarrel with the general 
conclusions reached. We are content, therefore, to give a brief 
resumé sufficient only to make our account of Edmund Strick- 
land’s family better understood. 

JOHN STRICKLAND, or Stickline as he was often called, was 
among the early settlers of Charlestown, Mass., and was Sergeant 
as early as 1631 when he was admitted freeman of Massachusetts 
Bay. He may by then have been resident in Watertown, Mass., 
from the church of which town he was dismissed 29 May 1635 
to join the settlement at Wethersfield, Conn. The following 
year, he was active as Sergeant, leading a small contingent to 
Saybrook because of Indian depredations there, and presumably 
saw service a few months later when war was declared on the 
Pequots (May 1637). He sold his Wethersfield homelot 28 Mar. 
1640, and seems to have removed that year to Fairfield, Conn., 
for as Deputy to the General Court in Sept. 1641 there is reason 
to believe he was representing Fairfield rather than Springfield 
as sometimes claimed. This session of the Court appointed a 
committee to settle the bounds between Fairfield and Stratford, 
and in 1659 Strickland testified regarding the bounds, which he 
had been active in settling. 

He remained not over four years in Fairfield, and sold his 
homestead there to William Frost before 6 Jan. 1644/5, when 
Frost referred to the purchase in his will. In 1644 he was one 
of the Patentees of Hempstead, L. I., was active there for a 
few years, being Magistrate there in 1658. He drew land at 
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Southampton in 1650, but his son-in-law, Jonas Wood, was his 
agent in this transaction, and no evidence has been seen that 
he ever lived there. He removed from Hempstead to Huntington 
probably early in 1659, calling himself of Huntington in the 
Fairfield testimony of that year. In 1661 he was named first 
among the petitioners who sought a home in Elizabeth, N. J., 
but he never resided there. In Huntington he served as Magis- 
trate in 1661, but in 1663, when he sold his Huntington home- 
stead called himself widower, of Jamaica. He remained in 
Jamaica until his death between 5 Sept. and 13 Dec. 1672. 

The sale of the Huntington property is of special interest, 
because it was sold to Gabriel Lynch or Linch (misread as Finch 
in the printed Huntington Town Records). Margaret, widow 
of Gabriel Lynch, became the second wife of Jonathan Strickland 
of Newtown, L. I., before 1686, and this has a bearing not only 
on the probable relationship between John and Edmund Strick- 
land, but also aids in estimating the age of Edmund. 

The first known child of Margaret Lynch (and she may have 
had older children) was born 1660, so we may place her own 
birth roughly as 1640 or a bit earlier. On the basis that a man’s 
wife was usually younger than himself, we may place the birth 
of Jonathan Strickland as approximately 1635 or earlier. There 
is reason to believe that his father, Edmund, was adult by that 
date. The birth of Edmund may therefore be guessed as around 
1610. 

The question at issue is whether it is possible to place Edmund 
as a putative son instead of putative brother of John. The 
known daughters of John apparently married in the 1640’s and 
would be born in the 1620’s. The birth of John may therefore 
have occurred around 1600 or slightly before, a date which agrees 
well with his active military service as a non-commissioned officer 
in the late 1630’s. 

On these grounds, it seems easier to place Edmund as a 
younger brother rather than as a son of John. 

Mr. Seversmith has already noted that the terms of John 
Strickland’s will, which made the living children of his daughters 
his heirs, would be most unusual if he had left sons or living 
issue of deceased sons. The feeling was very strong among the 
English colonials of the period that real estate should descend 
to the male representatives, and there is no evidence that John 
Strickland had provided for any son during his life. 

No evidence has been seen that there was more than one John 
Strickland. In his earlier career he was sometimes referred to 
as ‘‘Sergeant,’’ and in his later career, particularly after his 
holding of magisterial office, as ‘‘Mr.’’ There is no record of 
‘*Sr.’”’ or ‘‘Jr.’’ to indicate that he had a son and namesake. 
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In many accounts he is credited with a son Samuel. This is 
based on Charles B. Moore’s List of Proprietors of Hempstead 
in 1647, in which the 50th is John Strickland ‘‘or Sticklan,’’ 
and the 51st is Samuel Strickland, of whom Mr. Moore said, 
‘‘prob. a son of John, who d.’’ The original list should be 
examined to determine whether the name was correctly read; 
if so, Mr. Moore was doubtless correct in believing that Samuel 
died, for no subsequent mention of him has come to light, in 
Hempstead or elsewhere. [Cf. N. Y. Gen. and Biog. Record, 
10: 13.] 

The son most persistently attributed to John is Thwaite 
Strickland. Hatfield’s ‘‘ History of Elizabeth, N. J.,’’ pp. 59-60, 
in the account of John Strickland, categorically states that John 
‘‘removed to Wethersfield, Conn. His son, Thwait, settled there ; 
but the father..... removed ..... We shall have occa- 
sion, when considering the history of Thwaite, to dispute, not 
only that he was son of John, but that he ever lived in Wethers- 
field. For the present, we leave John his daughters, but sonless. 


Il. Edmund Strickland of Newtown, L. I. 


EDMUND STRICKLAND appears to have been a younger man, and 
was certainly a less prominent man, than John Strickland. He 
was born perhaps about 1610, and is referred to in the History 
of Ancient Wethersfield by Stiles and Adams (1: 303) as owning 
a lot in that town, which he sold before 1640. In testimony taken 
in 1672 and recorded in Fairfield, he is referred to as an original 
lot-owner there, which would place his removal to Fairfield in 
1639. He seems to have remained there until 1650, but in 1656 
his name appears on the Indian Rate List of Middleburg (New- 
town), L. I. He is referred to in Newtown records in the 1660’s, 
but had died before 1674 when his widow Hannah had become 
wife of Richard Fidoe. 

The Newtown list of 1675 shows Jonathan Strickland, 1 male, 
15 acres, and Richard Fidoe, 1 male, 18 acres; that of 1683 shows 
the former, 0 heads, 20 acres, and the latter, 1 head, 16 acres. 
What no heads means, the present writer is uncertain. Richard 
Fidoe died intestate; his estate was inventoried 22 Feb. 1683/4, 
and the widow Hannah was appointed administratrix, 16 July 
1686 [N. Y. Gen. and Bwg. Record, 65; 116}. 

On 31 Jan. 1667, ‘‘voated that Jonathan Sticklin shall have 
six ackers of land by hemsted swamp;’’ and on 15 Apr. 1670, 
Jonathan Sticklin of Newtown, signing by mark, sold his right 
at ‘‘Hemsted Swomp’’ to Robert James, ‘‘being on the east side 
of Richard Fidos lott.’’ [Town Minutes of Newtown, vol. 1.] 
An agreement was made, 26 Apr. 1675, between Jonathan Strick- 
land, John Forman, Josiah Forman, Georg Wood, and Richard 
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Fidoe, ‘‘to sett suffetient fine Raile fene with posts’’ [Minutes 
of the Town Courts of Newtown, 1656-1690, p. 89]. 

The following deed [Town Minutes of Newtown, vol. 2, pp. 
433-5] is of great genealogical importance: 


Sept. 12, 1691. Indenture made Between Hannah ffidoe of Newtown 
In Quens: on The One part And Josias fforman Junior of the town and 
county Aforesayd of the other parte. Witnesseth that the sayd Hannah 
ffidoe and In consideration of a certaine valluable sum to her In Hand 
payd at or before the Insealing or delivery Heare of by her sonne in law 
the sayd Josias fforman ... doth hereby grant ... A certayne mesuage 
or tennament of Land Cittiate & Lying and being In Newtowne A fore 
sayd bounded on the North by the Stret on the East by the Land of 
Linnard ffandegrift on the west by her owne Land which was her first 
husband Stricland and one thé South by A hywa that goes to the South 
Medows alsoe all that A Certayne parsall of Medowe ground belonging to 
the Said tenamant of Land scituate & Lying and being In the Sid towne 
on the north side of the sd Strate bounded on the East by the Medowe 
of Gorge wod and on the West by her owne Meddow that was her sd 
husband stricklins . . . also all her whole Sheare of Medow Situate Lying 
and being at the south Medows belonging to Newtowne A fore Sayd Runing 
from a neck of Upland comonly called Celler Neck unto Another neck of 
Land of Upland called Long neck and soe from thence away Southardly 
us may appere upon Record bounded West wardly by Edward Stevensons 
Medow bounded one part Estwardly by ye Medows of Jermiah Burroughs 
and the other Part by ye Medowe which was formerly Robert Colwells as 
ye sd tenement of land and medowe grounds are now at the make... 

The marke of 
Hanna X fiidoe 
Wit: Samuell Moore 
Nathaniell feeld 
This day Appared before me Thomas Stevenson Esq. one of their Majtis 
Justices of the peece hanna ffidoe Late relac Widow of Richard ffidoe 
Decesed Dec. 19, 1691, [ete.] 


This proves that Hannah had married first a Strickland, and 
second, Richard Fidoe, and that she was mother of the wife of 
Josias Forman, Jr. This brings us to the oft-quoted item from 
the Pennsylvania Gazette of 27 Jan. 1742, which reports the 
death ‘‘Last Friday’’ at Trenton of ‘‘Sarah Furman, a Widow, 
about 97 years of age ; she was born at Fairfield in New England ; 
her Maiden name was Strickland ; her first Husband’s Name was 
Roberts, her second Husband’s Name was Furman.’’ 

Thomas Roberts, born about 1636, deposed 4 Feb. 1677/8 aged 
41 or thereabouts [Town Courts of Newtown, 1656-1690, p. 99], 
died at Newtown, between 16 and 21 Oct. 1679, married Sarah 
Strickland, born at Fairfield, Conn., about 1644-5, died at Tren- 
ton, N. J., 8 Jan. 1741/2. Thomas Roberts of Newtown in his 
will dated 16 Oct. 1679, (inventory 21 Oct. 1679), gave his lands 
to his children, Elizabeth, John, Thomas, Edmund and Jonathan, 
all minors, provided for an unborn child, and gave the use of 
all property to wife Sarah during the children’s minority. 
[N. Y. Surrogate’s Wills, Liber 1/2, p. 257.] The witnesses 
were John Ere and Nicholas Eades; the latter (who died 16 Oct. 
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1685) married Mary, widow of John Furman, the brother of 
Josias, Sr. Of the Roberts children, the eldest, Elizabeth, mar- 
ried Samuel Furman (died at Hopewell, N. J., in 1732), brother 
of Josias, Jr. It is clear that Sarah (Strickland) Roberts named 
her son Edmund for her father, and her son Jonathan for her 
brother. 

Edmund Strickland probably had more children than Jonathan 
and Sarah. Sarah’s daughter and first child was not named for 
herself or her mother, but was Elizabeth. This suggests that 
Elizabeth wife of Capt. John Seaman of Hempstead, whose name 
was reported by a descendant in 1800 to have been Strickland, 
may have been a sister of Sarah and daughter of Edmund; she 
named a son Jonathan. However, it may be doubted whether a 
daughter of Edmund could have married as early as 1644, the 
date given, but without authority, for the Seaman marriage. 
It is likely that the date is too early, and if she married young, 
Edmund could probably have had a daughter who married 
shortly after 1650. 

Another possible daughter of Edmund was Mary, second wife 
of Josias Furman, Sr., formerly the wife of John Weed of Stam- 
ford. Riker so states in his manuscript collections housed at the 
New York Public Library, but until the record has been seen, 
the suspicion must remain that he may have confused the Josias 
who was called son-in-law of Hannah Fidoe. If correct, the two 
Josias Furmans, father and son, married sisters, which is quite 
possible. 

To return to Sarah (Strickland) Roberts, she married second, 
about 1680, Josias Furman, Jr. Land was laid out to him, 
Nov. 1679, on account of his father Josiah [Newtown Town Ree. 
1: 147]. He was called son-in-law in the deed, quoted above, 
from Hannah ( ) (Strickland) Fidoe, who conveyed again 
to ‘‘Josias Forman Junr’’ of Newtown, 6 Feb. 1695/6 [Town 
Minutes of Newtown, 2: 22-23]. On 23 Jan. 1695, Josias For- 
man, Jr., conveyed 10 acres ‘‘at the reare of my father farm’”’ 
to George Wood of Newtown, signing by mark; and the same 
date, George Wood conveyed to Josias Forman 22 acres ‘‘ bounded 
East by Thomas Robard sons Land to the South on Silas titases 
Land to the west on the highway to the north on Land belonging 
to thomas Robards children’’ [ib., 2: 17-18]. 

To make clear the connections between the Strickland and 
Furman families, we take pleasure in presenting an account of 
the families of Josias Furman, Sr., and of his son, Josias, Jr., 
based on the records of Dr. Robert Furman. 
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III. Furman Connections 


JosiAs* FurMAN (Forman, Firman), born at Watertown, 
Mass., about 1632, died at Newtown, L. L., in 1709 (Riker Mss. 
at New York Publie Library), son of John' Furman; married 
first, ALICE (probably the same wife also called Angelche), 
living 1688; married second, about 1692, Mary (SrricKLaAnp?) 
WEED, widow of John Weed of Stamford, Conn.; she died at 
Stamford, 31 Mar. 1714. 

Josias Furman settled in Hempstead, L. I., where he appears 
in records as early as 1657 and in 1658, 1659, 1660, and 1663; 
and his land there was mentioned in 1664 [Records of the Towns 
of North and South Hempstead, 1:18, 63, 75, 82, 96, 132, 142, 
148, 157, 175]. He was of Newtown, L. L., by 1666. In 1669 
**Ailee the wife of Josias Firman testyfieth’’ [Town Courts of 
Newtown, 1656-1690, p. 205]. On 22 Feb. 1687/8, Josiah For- 
man Sen: sold to Jeremiah Burroughs, both of Newtown, Josiah 
and Angelche Forman attesting the deed by mark [Town Minutes 
of Newtown, 2: 379]. 

On 3 Jan. 1692/3, Josias ffirman of Newtown with the consent 
of Mary his wife conveyed to Francis Comes; both attested by 
mark. They also conveyed, 10 Feb. 1693/4, to John fforman a 
lot in Newtown ‘‘Bounded with Jonathan Stricling medow on 
ye North and on ye South with John Hunt, and francis Comes 
medow and flushing ¢rick on ye East.’’ They conveyed, 7 Jan. 
1694/5, to John Monfort of Jamaica, David ffirman witnessing 
the deed. They conveyed, 24 May 1695, to Josias ffirman, Jr. 
On 3 June 1695, ‘‘Josias ffirrman Senior of Newtowne husband- 
man’’ for good causes and consideration, conveyed to ‘‘my true 
and lawfull and well beloved son Josias ffirman Junior of New- 
oh ee Husbandman,’’ land at ‘‘Hempstead Swamp in ye 
bounds of Newtown’’ containing 10 acres, ‘‘ Bounded by ye high- 
way on the East and south John Smith on the west and John 
Robardes on the north.’’ [Town Minutes of Newtown, 2: 516, 
497, 539, 566, 565.] No intimation has been seen in the deeds 
in which Mary joined that she was born a Strickland. 

The will of Marah Firman of Stamford, widow of Josiah of 
Newtown, L. I., dated 27 Mar. 1714, named her son Isaac Weed; 
daughter Mary Lockwood ; daughter Hannah Scofield; daughter 
Rebecca Firman; son-in-law [step-son] Samuel Weed; grand- 
children, children of son Joseph Weed, deceased, and Joseph’s 
widow Rebecca; son-in-law Samuel Scofield, executor. She died 
31 Mar. 1714; inventory taken 29 Apr. 1714. [Fairfield Probate 
Records ; see Families of Old Fairfield, 1: 653.) Mary was the 
second wife of John Weed, who died early in 1690, and her Weed 
children were born 1679-1687; her one Furman child was born 
1693. It is difficult to gauge her age, because she was second 
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wife of both husbands and certainly much younger than Josias 
Furman. If we suppose her to be 40 at the birth of her Furman 
child, she was born about 1653, and that makes her 26 when her 
first Weed child was born. She may have been younger, but 
was probably not much older. We know that Edmund Strick- 
land’s daughter Sarah was born about 1644-5; we have guessed 
from several indications that his son Jonathan was born around 
1635. If Edmund was born about 1610, and was about 25 when 
he settled in Wethersfield and married, there is no reason he 
could not have been father of Mary as late as 1653. It seems 
certain that Mary was younger than Sarah, and it is unusual 
for a younger sister to marry the father and an older sister to 
marry the son. Yet stranger things have occurred.

dau. of William Furman; Nathan Furman, executor [Abstracts 
of Wills, New York, 4: 459-460]. Nathan* Furman was son of 
John* and Margaret (Lynch) Furman. 


Josiah, Samuel and Jonathan Furman located at Hopewell, N. J., and 
built there a substantial stone house at a point subsequently known as 
‘*Furman’s Corners’’ [Letters of Moore Furman, Deputy Quartermaster 
General in the Revolution]. The locality is now known as Marshall’s Corner 
[Ege, Pioneers of Old Hopewell, p. 186].

THE FOUNDERS OF THE BRAS(S), BRASSER, 
BRESSER, BRIES AND BRAZIER FAMILIES 
IN AMERICA

Besides the above children (numbered 2 to 8 inclusive), I have 
made the supposition that Hendrick Pieters had the following 
step-children by marrying the widow (Geertje Rutgers?) of 
Bruyn (Bruno) (Willemsz?), for these children are called the 
‘*brothers’’ of 2, 3, 5, 6, 7, and 8. 


a. Rutt (mentioned as Rutt Brimassen in conveyance of 1692). He 
is to be identified with Rutger Brunosz (son of Bruno), young 
man from Gelderland, whose mar. int. was entered at Flatbush 
Mar. 15, 1684 to GEERTRUID JANS, young dame from New Amers- 
foort, and both residing there. The above couple, that is Rutger 
Brunoos and Geertje Jans, have a daughter Geertje bapt. at New 
Amersfoort (Flatb. rec.) on Jan. 11, 1685, sponsors Gerrit Hen- 
dricksz (No. 7), Catharina, wife of Pieter Hendricksz (No. 2). 
The appearance of these two sponsors in itself might not be 
convincing, if it were not for the fact that the records in regard 
to a brother Walter, whom Rutt had according to the 1692 con- 
veyance, also show this same close relationship with the Bras 
family. Rutger bruynsen took the oath .of allegiance as of 
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Flacklands in 1687 which showed that he had been in this country 
34 years, that is he came here in about 1653. He sold to William 
Bruyne, alias ‘‘stommetie’’ on Sept. 28, 1685, a meadow lot No. 
39 in the Flatbush meadows at Canarissie (Liber A, FLA. rec. 
p. 3). He is mentioned in the Amersfoort tax list of 1683 as 
follows: Rutgert Bruynsen, 1 man, 3 horses, 2 cows, 6 morgen 
land. Rutger Brunoos and his sister Aeltje* are mentioned in 
1680 as church members of the church at Amersfoort (Fl. Frost 
rec.). 

b. WALTER (mentioned in the 1692 conveyance as Walter Brimassen). 
It is quite possible that he is the same as the Wouter (Walter) 
bapt. NYDR Jan. 10, 1655, son of Bruyn Willemsze. Our Wouter 
had a brother William and his older brother came here in 1652. 
Walter Brunoos, young man from New York (this also checks 
with the above) was betrothed at Flatbush and married at 
Amersfoort Nov. 25, 1683 (banns Nov. 3, 1683) NEELTJE 
HERBERTS, j.d. from Amersfoort, both residing there. She was 
a daughter of Herpert Claesse van Elslant. This couple have a 
son Bruno bapt. at New Utrecht (Flatb. rec.) on Dee. 14, 1684, 
for whom Hendrick Pietersz (No. 1) and Dirck Stoffels and wife 
Catharina stood sponsors. On Dec. 10, 1690 Wouter Bruyne and 
Neeltje Herperts have a daughter Geertje bapt. in NYDR, for 
whom Ruth Bruyne (No. a) and Geertje Jans (wife of No. a) 
stood sponsors. Walter Bresse is mentioned as a cooper in 
New York (N. Y. Wills II: 430). Walter Bresen is mentioned 
as overseer of the Will of Thomas Jones at Fort Neck, Oyster 
Bay, Dee. 1713 (N. Y. Wills, II: 127). These records may 
refer to the same Walter Brunosz who had perhaps assumed the 
surname of his stepfather. 

c. WILLIAM (mentioned as William Brimasse in the 1692 conveyance). 
William Bruyn, alias ‘‘stommetie’’ bought on Sept. 28, 1685, of 
Jacob Strijker and Rutger Bruyne a meadow lot (see above 
under No. a). He is mentioned on the 1693 assessment roll of 
Flatbush and on the census of 1698 (Bergen KCo.).

2. Prerer HeNpricksz Bras, was bapt. NYDR Sept. 7, 1640, 
as a son of Hendrick Pieters. Sponsors were Ariaen Pietersz, 
Volekert Everts and Vrouwtje Gerrits. The first sponsor may 
have been a relation but is more apt to be Ariaen Pietersz 
from Aleckmaer with whom Hendrick had in the same year, as 
we have mentioned, some business deal. The second sponsor is 
in all probability a brother of the mother (Geertje Everts). 
Pieter Hendricksz was a member of the Flatland Ref. church in 
1677. On the tax list of Amersfoort of 1675 and 1676 he is listed 
with 1 poll, 1 horse and in 1683, as 1 man, 3 cows, 1 horse, 1 of 
2 yrs., a small estate. He was a dealer in whalebone as per 


Stoothoof’s books (Bergen KCo.). He removed to Jamaica where 
we find him in 1695 among ‘‘22 Dutchmen’’ who guaranteed 


1 The list also mentions as coopers Pieter Bresse and Andries Bresse. Andries Breese is 
also cited in a Will dated Jan. 16, 1690/91 (N. Y. Wills II: 402). It would seem that 
Andries Brresse should read Andries Brestede, see N. Y. Bapt. p. 344. Jan Janse Van 
Brestede was a cooper. 
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quarterly contributions to the Presbyterian church at Jamaica, 
when there was not as yet a Dutch Ref. church (Onderdonck, 
Hist. of the D. Ch. at Jam. p. 5). In 1694 he still contributed 
to the minister’s salary in Kings County. He is on the Jamaica 
rate list of Feb. 3, 1708/9. He is mentioned in many real estate 
transactions. We have already mentioned the one in 1692, on 
April 7, whereby he and ‘‘his brothers’’ sold the holdings of 
their late father Hendrick Pietersz. 
Besides that one we find Pieter Hendricksz Brass,

Pieter Hendricksz’s wife was, as is evident from the baptismal

Note: The above is possibly the same as Johannes Brass 
with wife Sophia who have a dau. Sara (Saertie) bapt.

Jan Bras, Sara Bras; sponsors ‘‘ doortie van de Waater.’’ 

Their children are all bapt. in 
Oyster Bay on the same day, namely, May 12, 1751, 
witnesses were Sarah Bras, Doortje Van de Water. 
(Oyster Bay Ch. Rec., 2: 669). 

23, 1682; parents Peter Hendricks 
and Catharina; sponsors Harmen Hendricksz (No. 6), Geertie 
Rutgers (possibly 2nd wife of Hendrick Pietersz, No.1). Mar- 
ried Newtown Presbyterian ch. Dec. 26, 1723 (REC. 1924: 25), 
Elisabeth Pettit. Will of Henry Bras of Jamaica, dated Dec. 
28, 1748, proved Aug. 21, 1751 (N. Y. Wills, IV: 347): wife 
Elisabeth, Adam eldest son of eldest brother John; cousin Wm. 
Pettit. From this Will we must conclude that he did not leave 
any children. Hendrick Bras and Jan Bras, his brother, are 
mentioned among those who subscribe to the building of the 
D.R. church at Jamaica on April 29, 1715 and Nov. 18, 1715 
(Onderdonck, Hist. of the D.R. Church at Jamaica). Queens 
Co. 1715, Hendrik Brass soldier in Capt. Wolsy’s Comp. 1728 
Apr. 7, Henry Brace chosen trustee of highways by Jamaica 
town meeting. 1735 Apr. 1, chosen by Town meeting to 
appraise estate of intestates. Again appointed appraiser of 
Jamaica in 1738 (Rec. of Jamaica, III: 414). Hendrick Bras, 
blacksmith of Jamaica, buys Feb. 9, 1719 a lot from his parents 
Peter Hendricksz Bras and his wife Catharina, of Jamaica (Rec. 
of Jamaica, IIT: 194). 

11. iii, Apam, bapt. New Utrecht (Flatb. Rec.) Apr. 1684; parents Peter 
Hendricks, Catharina Jans.; sponsors, Gerrit Hendricks (No. 6), 
Anna Wynhard (No. 6). 

12. iv. GrIETIE, bapt. not found but Grietie Bras mar. Simon Looysie, 
elder of Jamaica Church. In 1734 this couple have a daughter 
Sara bapt. in Jam. He also appeared among the sponsors of 
the children of No. 8, who by the way also married a girl named 
Loyse. 


Pieter Hendricksen must have had a death in the family in 
1692 for it is stated in the Flatbush records that on June 26, 
1692 he paid 4 g. for the use of the pall. 


3. Evert HENDRICKSEN Bras, mentioned in conveyance of 
1692. Named after his maternal grandfather. He was baptized 
in NYDR May 16, 1644, sponsors Abraham Pietersz, molenaer

given as Hendrik van Dussenburg. On the tax lists of 1675 and 
1676 of Brooklyn, Evert Hendricksen is mentioned with 1 poll. 
In the 1683 tax list he is shown with 1 poll, 1 cow, 1 ditto year- 
ling. Two years later he married NYDR (int. Mar. 14) April 8, 
1685, as j.m. from New York, that means born there, MEtTJse 
HARDENBROECK, j.d. as above, that is from New York, but she 
was born abroad in Elberfeld, Germany, where she was bap- 
tized Aug. 13, 1656, a daughter of Johannes Hardenbroeck and 
Ursula (Recorp, 1939: 133). He became a freeman of New York 
Dee. 18, 1695, as Evert Bras, together with his brother Gerrit. 
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In the New York tax lists of 1695-99 he is listed in the North 
Ward, first as Evert Hendricksz, later with the surname Brass. 
Children: all bapt. in NYDR, the name of the father is given 
in the entries as Evert Hendricksen, Evert Bres(s), Bresse and 
Bras. ‘‘H.’’ is an abbreviation for Hardenbroek.

Gerrit Hendricksen of Flatlands was in 1677 a 
member of the church, his name is still on the church books in 
1689 and 1691 (Bergen KCo.). Gerrit Hendrickse Bresse, native, 
took in 1687 the oath of allegiance as of ‘‘flacklands.’’ Gerrit 
Hendricksen Brasser and sijn h.v. met attestatie van Midwout, 
become in 1693 members of the Du..Ref. church of New York. 
Together with his brother Evert he becomes a freeman of New 
York on Dee. 18, 1695. He is listed in the tax-lists of N. Y.

BROEK, widow of Hendrick Arentsen. Catharina Hardenbroek 
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van Elvervelt (Elberfeld, Germany) had mar. NYDR (int. 
25 Oct.) Nov. 12, 1684 Hendrick Arentsze j.m. van Zutphen 
(Netherlands). They had two children, Aernout Arents, bapt. 
NYDR 1683, and Urseltje Arents, bapt. NYDR. 1687.

ADDITIONS AND CORRECTIONS TO AUSTIN’S GENE- 
ALOGICAL DICTIONARY OF RHODE iSLAND

HELME. Christopher (p. 322, 1st col.) was son of William 
Helme of Long Sutton (Sutton St. Mary), co. Lines., gent., prob- 
ably by his third wife, Priscilla, daughter of Christopher Went- 
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worth, gent., of Waltham ; grandson of William Elmes or Helmes 
of Long Sutton and Elizabeth, daughter of John Payne or 
Baynes of Southwell, co. Notts; great-grandson of John Elmes 
or Helmes of Northants, living at Long Sutton, and of Mary, 
daughter of William Cookson of Long Sutton. Arms: Ermine 
2 bars sable each charged with 3 elm leaves gold. [Ms. ¢ 23, 
College of Arms ; Dodsworth Mss. Lib. 22, fo. 55; Add. Mss. 5822 
(Cole) ; Maddison’s Lines. Ped. Harl. Soc.]. 

Christopher Wentworth’s wife was Catherine Marbury, sister 
of the Rev. Francis Marbury, father of Anne Hutchinson and 
Katherine Scott. Christopher Helme evidently came to New 
England with his cousin William Wentworth and went with him 
to Exeter, N. H., in 1639. He was sued at Piscataqua (Ports- 
mouth, N. H.) in 1642 and in 1644 the Court ordered certain 
moneys sent to him (at this date he was probably at Warwick, 
R. I., where he lived henceforth). That same year he witnessed 
the submission of the Narragansett sachems. In November 1649 
Valentine Hill (the prominent merchant of Boston and Dover, 
N. H.) sold 500 acres near Oyster River (Dover, N. H.), which 
he had purchased of Christopher Helme, then in possession of 
Darby Field (the Irishman, who was of Dover and the first white 
man to climb Mount Washington) (cf. Libby’s Gen. Dict. of Me. 
& N. H., Pt. 3, p. 324). 

He was received an inhabitant of Warwick and was granted 
land 1 May 16— (Early Ree. Town of Warwick, pp. 321, 322). 
Chosen Town Sergeant, 8 Aug. (71647) (ib., p. 77). One of 
those to lay out lots and highways, 13 Aug. 1647 (7b., p. 78). 
Signed a list of Warwick inhabitants, 10 Nov. 1648 (7b., p. 73). 
Disenfranchised by the town for seditious speeches, 23 Jan. 
1647/8 (ib., p. 307). Mrs. Helmes accepted as an inhabitant, 
8 Aug. 1648 (7b., p. 1). 

On 19 Dee. 16— his widow Margaret gave a deed of land in 
Warwick to Richard Carder (ib., p. 331), and on 13 Jan. 1661/2 
his son and heir William gave Carder a quitclaim deed of the 
same. (In the printed copy of Mrs. Helmes’ deed the date is 
given as ‘‘19 Dee. —56.’’ This is wrong, it is ‘‘19 Dec. 16—,”’ 
the rest being worn away.—Richard LeBaron Bowen.) 


HOPKINS. Thomas (p. 324, Ist col.) was the son of William 
Hopkins of Yeovilton, co. Somerset, by his wife Joan (bp. at 
Ilehester, co. Somerset, 30 Nov. 1577), daughter of Nicholas 
Arnold of Ilchester and his first wife Alice Gulley. Joan was 
sister of William Arnold, the early settler of Providence. Thomas 
Hopkins was bapt. at Yeovilton 7 April 1616. He came to New 
England in 1635 with his uncle, William Arnold. He was the 
great-grandfather of Gov. Stephen Hopkins, signer of the Decla- 
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ration of Independence, and of Esek Hopkins, the first Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the American Navy (R. 1. Hist. Soc. Coll., 
Vol. 14, p. 47). 


KNIGHT. Richard (p. 330, 1st col.) was first of Hampton, 
N. H., a carpenter. He may perhaps have come from co. Nor- 
folk, England, whence most of the Hampton settlers came. On 
4 Aug. 1640 he agreed with the town of Hampton to build and 
keep a mill at the landing and was granted 100 acres. On 
14 Sept. 1640 he contracted to build the meeting house. On 29 
Jan. 1640/1 he was to make a gate for the pound. In Dec. 1641 
he was defendant in a suit brought by Stephen Kent. In 1644 
he was suspected of theft and was then ‘‘of Salisbury,’’ Mass. 
In 1645 a warrant was issued for the arrest of Richard Knight 
of Hampton and in Feb. 1646 he sold his house and mill in 
Hampton to Christopher Lawson of Boston and left for Rhode 
Island. On 9 Sept. 1645 Joseph Armetage was ordered by the 
Court to hold all the goods in his hands of ‘‘Richard Knight 
late of Hampton, now of Rhode Island’’ (Essex Quarterly Court 
Files, Vol. 1, p. 88; cf. History of Hampton). In Dec. 1646 he 
had a suit in the Newport, R. L., Court against William Jaffray 
(Aquidneck Quarterly Court Files). Married first, , by 
whom he had a son living in England on 8 Feb. 1648/9, ‘and 
secondly, Sarah, daughter of James Rogers (cf. R. I. Colony 
Deeds, ed. Chapin, I, 6). 

To his children (2nd col.) add Richard, probably ; of Newport 
and Little Compton, weaver, who on 7:4 mo.: 1680 had leave to 
sojourn at Portsmouth. Summoned before the Newport Court 
for contempt, 6 Sept. 1681 (Newport Co. Court Files, Bk. A, p. 
58). Named on 7 Dec. 1692 by Idido Butts as among the rioters 
at Daniel Wilcox’s house in Little Compton, resisting the Massa- 
chusetts authorities (Supreme Jud. Ct. Files, Suffolk Co., Mass., 
No. 2787). He had a daughter Mary married at Little Compton 
on 19 June 1713 to Joseph Springer. 

Add Priscilla (2nd col.), probably ; before the Newport Court 
25 March 1684/5 for fornication (Newport Co. Ct. Files, Bk. A, 
p. 70). 

Rebecca (2nd col.), probably; gave 6/ towards building the 
Quaker Meeting House at Mashapaug in 1702. 

John (2nd col.), eldest son. Before the Newport Court 11 May 
1674 for stealing a bridle and summoned to the Rochester (Kings- 
town, R. I.) Court on 14 June 1687 (Newport Co. Ct. Files, 
Bk. A, pp. 20, 82). About 1678 granted lots at East Greenwich. 
On 10 Oct. 1683 ‘‘ Sarah Knight widow, now residing in East 
Greenwich’’ deeded land there to eldest son John (East Green- 
wich Deeds, I, 9). He ‘‘of Dept ford’’ (i.e. East Greenwich) 
sold the same land on 8 Nov. 1688 to Gideon Freeborn of Ports- 
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mouth (ib. Il, 236). On 24 Oct. 1687, Capt. James Fitch of 
Norwich, Conn., leased his farm at Peagscomsuch (Plainfield 
and Canterbury) to James Sweet et als., including John Knight, 
‘*all living in the Narragansett Country’’ (New London Co. Ct. 
Files, Bundle 1705). On 16 Sept. 1690 he sued James Sweet for 
his portion of the rent due to Fitch (New London Co. Ct. Rece., 
Bk. 7, p. 32). On 27 Oct. 1701 his wife was aided by the town 
of Providence, and on 11 Jan. 1701/2 her inventory was allowed 
by the Providence Town Council. 

To the children of John (3rd col.), add perhaps Sarah married 
at Norwich 2 Feb. 1707/8 Enos Randall of Colchester, Conn. 

Jonathan (2nd col.). On 30 Jan. 1681/2, Jonathan Knight of 
Warwick sold land on the north side of the Patuxet River (War- 
wick Deeds, A2, p. 265). He bought land in Warwick on 19 
April 1684 (7ib., I, 39) and on 7 Nov. 1684 (ib., p. 43). Taxed 
at Providence, 3 April 1698, with his son Jonathan, Jr. 

David (2nd col.). To his children add David, born at Wood- 
stock 10: 12: 1693, and Sarah, born there on 9 Dec. 1695, married 
Elisha Lilly. (cf. New Eng. Hist. & Gen. Reg., Vol. 87, pp. 
264-70.) 


KNOWLES. Henry (p. 332, 1st col.). He, aged 25, came to 
New England in 1635 in the Susan & Ellen, as servant of Ralph 
Hudson, who came from in or about Hull, co. York. The name 
Knowles occurs in Hull in the preceding century, where William 
Knowles was Mayor of Hull 1525-34. Henry was on a grand 
jury at Newport, R. I., 3 Dec. 1643, and at Portsmouth, R. L, 
7:1mo.: 1644. In 1648 he attested his submission to Cromwell’s 
government. He was a juryman in 1650. In January 1661/2, 
he was sued for trespass by Randall Holden. 

William (2nd col.). A proprietor of East Greenwich lands 
6 June 1700 and had lands in West Greenwich in 1709. 

Henry (3rd col.). In 1663/4 he bought of Jan Gerardy a 
meadow in Warwick. In 1700 he was apparently living in East 
Greenwich. On 8 March 1721/2 his ear mark was recorded. In 
1731 he occupied 260 acres in South Kingstown belonging to 
Jahleel Brenton. A Quaker. 

To his children (4th col.), by first wife, add Joan and Stephen ; 
and by second wife, Susanna and Martha. 

Daniel (3rd eol.). Freeman at Kingstown 1 May 1722. 
Apparently of Providence 1732. Married Hannah Hazard. 
Although not named in his will, she was probably Hannah (born 
26 Feb. 1703), daughter of Robert and Amey Hazard of Kings- 
town, R. I. 

Add children (4th col.): 1. Amey (m. 19 June 1740 Amos 
Greene of Charlestown, R. I.) ; 2. Daniel of Charlestown, R. L.; 
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3. Robert, born 27 Feb. 1727/8; 4. Mary, bapt. 1730 (m. David 
Larkin of Richmond, R. I.); 5. Hazard, b. 2 Oct. 1736 or 7; 
6. Deliverance (m. 18 July 1782 John Babcock) ; 7. Reynolds of 
South Kingstown, R. I. (a Revolutionary soldier) ; 8. Deborah 
possibly (m. 2 Dec. 1761 Col. Oliver Babcock of Hopkinton, 
R. I.). 

Robert (3rd col.) was also of Charlestown, R. I. Freeman at 
South Kingstown on 1 May 1722. Ear mark recorded 8 March 
1721/2. A Quaker. 

John (3rd col.) was first of Warwick. Freeman, Warwick 
3 May 1720. Proprietor at Warwick 1748. He and his son 
John admitted Freemen at Richmond, R. I., 1 May 1750. Gave 
land at Richmond to the Quakers, 1753. To his children (4th 
col.) replace ‘‘daughter’’ with Mary (or Margaret) and add 
Ezekiel (a Revolutionary soldier). 

Alice (3rd col.) died between 6 Oct. 1721 and 7 Oct. 1732. 
Her husband may have been Thomas Screven, possibly of Dover, 
N. H. 

Margaret (3rd col.) died unmarried after 7 Oct. 1732. (New 
Eng. Hist. & Gen. Reg., Vol. 87, pp. 359-366 ; 88, pp. 33-37.) 


LANGFORD. Thomas (p. 336, 1st col.) married, apparently, 
Mary, daughter of Capt. Thomas Cooke, Jr., of Portsmouth. His 
will, dated 30 Oct. 1670, names his son Thomas and makes his 
wife Mary the executrix. Her will, 7:11 mo.: 1670/1, names 
sister Sarah Parker and brother Thomas Cooke. Executors 
were ‘‘uncle’’ John Cooke and Obadiah Holmes. Note that John 
is not mentioned, so John Langford (2nd col.) of Newport, 
merchant, may not be his son. (cf. R. J. Hist. Soc. Coll., Vol. 
21, p. 129.) 


MANN. William (p. 129, 1st col.). He was from Yeovilton 
and Ilchester, co. Somerset. His wife, Frances, was bapt. at 
Yeovilton 28 May 1614, the daughter of William and Joan 
(Arnold) Hopkins of Yeovilton. They came to New England 
in 1635 with his wife’s uncle, William Arnold, the early settler 
of Providence (R. I. Hist. Soc. Coll., Vol. 14, p. 47). 


MOTT. Adam (p. 344, 1st col.) was the son of ‘‘oulde John 
Mott,’’ who was admitted a freeman at Aquidneck in 1638. In 
8 mo.: 1639 John Mott’s land is mentioned. On 29 Aug. 1644, 
25 Jan. 1648/9, 2 June 1650, 19 Jan. 1651/2, 9 June 1652, 2 June 
1653, 20 June 1653 and 17 June 1654, the town of Portsmouth, 
R. I., provided for his care (Records of the Town of Portsmouth). 
On 23 Jan. 1654/5, the town agreed to pay the passage of ‘‘ould 
John Mott to Barbados [land and back again if he cannot be 
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received there, if he live to it, if the shipp owners will carrie 
him’’ (ib., p. 66). On 3 July 1656 further provision was made 
for his keep and ‘‘the oulde mans son Adam’’ engaged to give 
a cow and a supply of corn towards it (ib., p. 72). The ould 
man was evidently held in high esteem, for the order of 9 June 
1652 provided ‘‘that there shalbe a stone house built for the more 
comfortabl beinge of ould John Mott in the winter’’ (7b., p. 58). 

John (2nd col.), son of Adam. The entries attributed to him 
by Austin refer to the above ‘‘ould John Mott,’’ his grandfather. 
John, son of Adam, is named in his father’s will dated 2:2 mo.: 
1661, which provides that his brothers shall pay him 20/ ‘‘if 
he demand it in such pay as in ye place passeth for pay here 
amonge us.’’ This would seem to indicate that at this time he 
had removed from Rhode Island. 


MOWRY. Roger (p. 346, 1st col.) perhaps came from Barn- 
stable, co. Devon, where, at this period, there was a Mowry 
family, in which the name of Roger frequently occurs. He 
probably had a first wife Elizabeth, who was a member of the 
First Church at Salem in 1641. His second wife, Mary, was the 
daughter of John Johnson of Roxbury, Mass. (cf. Pope’s 
Pioneers, p. 260). 

Bethia (2nd col.) married George Palmer. They evidently 
had two daughters: Hannah, wife of Nicholas Gardiner of Kings- 
town, and Deliverance, wife of Edward Cleveland of the same 


town. 


OLNEY. Thomas (p. 352, Ist col.). His wife was not Mary 
Small but Mary Ashton; their marriage is recorded in the 
register of St. Alban’s Abbey, Herts, on 16 Sept. 1629. She was 
bapt. there on 25 Aug. 1605, the daughter of James Ashton, who 
was buried on 27 May 1651. 

Thomas (2nd col.), bapt. 6 Jan. 1631/2. 

Epenetus (2nd col.), bapt. 14 Feb. 1633/4. 

The name is derived from Olney in the neighboring county of 
Bucks ; there was a knightly family of the name settled at Weston 
Underwood in that county in the 14th and 15th centuries. 

(Clarence A. Torrey in The American Genealogist, Vol. 10, 
pp. 88-90.) 


RALPH. Thomas (p. 360, Ist col.). His first wife, from 
whom he was divorced, was Elizabeth daughter of Isaac Des- 
borough or Disborough of Elseworth, co. Cambridge, gent., whose 
will dated 6 Dec. 1660 was proved 21 Dec. 1660 (P. C. C. Nabbs 
264). After her divorce from Ralph she married John Johnson 
of Guilford, Conn., and is named as ‘‘ Elizabeth Johnson”’ in her 
father’s will. Isaac Disborough was evidently a close relative 
of John Disborough, Oliver’s Major General, and of Samuel Dis- 
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borough the early settler of Guilford, Conn., who returned to 
England and was M. P. for Edinburgh (1656) and Mid Lothian 
in Oliver’s Parliaments, and Chancellor of Scotland under Oliver 
and Richard Cromwell. Samuel died on 10 Dec. 1690 at the 
family manor of Elseworth, Cambs., which he purchased in 1656. 
It eventually descended to his granddaughter, who married 
Matthew Holworthy, Esq. (New Eng. Hist. & Gen. Reg., Vol. 41, 
pp. 353-364). 


ROGERS. James (p. 368, Ist col.) was born about 1609. 
Joined the First Baptist Church at Newport on 16 Nov. 1652. 
One of the purchasers of Conanicut (Jamestown, R. I.), 19 Nov. 
1659. Town Sergeant of Newport, 1659. Deposed 3 May 1673 
aged about 64 years (Suffolk Co. Mass. Supreme Jud. Ct. Files, 
No. 1245, at Boston). 

Sarah (2nd col.) wife of Richard Knight. Add to their chil- 
dren: Richard probably; Priscilla probably; Rebecca probably. 


SAYLES. John (p. 370, 1st col.). He was undoubtedly the 
son of John Sayles, who joined the Charlestown Church in 1630. 
On 1 April 1633 this John was whipped for stealing and bound 
to Mr. John Coggeshall for 14 years. On 4 March 1633/4 he 
was to be severely whipped for running away from his master, 
Mr. Coggeshall. On 7 April 1635, Mr. Treasurer and Mr. 
Pyncheon were to examine and prepare ‘‘the business between 
Mr. Coxall, Sayles his daughter and John Levens’’ (i.e. of Rox- 
bury) (Mass. Col. Ree. I, p. 144). The elder man is evidently 
the John Sayles, who occurs in Providence 19:11 mo.: 1645 
(Providence Town Ree. II, p. 30). The late Col. Banks claimed 
that he came from Lavenham, co. Suffolk, but upon what evidence 
is not clear. He probably had, besides John of Providence and 
Phoebe, a son Richard, who on 1 Oct. 1663 witnessed a deed of 
the younger John Sayles. This Richard was taxed at Provi- 
dence in 1688 (Prov. Town Ree. Vol. I, p. 6; Vol. 17, pp. 127-28). 
It may here be noted that the Deborah , who married 
Caleb Carr of Jamestown and had a son, Sayles Carr, born 
24 Nov. 1692, was probably a daughter of John, Jr., or of this 
Richard. (The American Genealogist, Vol. 15, pp. 228-230.) 


SCOTT. Richard (p. 372, 1st col.) was bapt. at Glemsford, 
co. Suffolk, in 1605, the son of Edward Scott, clothier, of Glems- 
ford, by Sarah, his wife, sister of Richard Carter of Brook Hall, 
co. Essex. Edward was son of Edward, son of Edward of 
Glemsford, who is stated in the pedigree to have been the third

son of Richard Scott, third son of Sir John Scott of Scotts’ Hale, 
co. Kent. The above is taken from the ancient illuminated pedi- 
gree on vellum, drawn up between 1608 and 1612 for Edward, 
father of the emigrant, with many carefully painted coats of 
arms. This pedigree eventually came into the possession of 
Richard Scott of Providence and passed down in the family of 
his descendants, the Scotts of Newport. It is now owned by a 
descendant, Mrs. Frank B. Fox of Rehoboth, Mass. 

John (2nd col.), add born 1640. 

II. Son (2nd col.), delete and replace with Richard. 

Patience (2nd col.), add died after 1707. 
(R. LeBaron Bowen in New Eng. Hist. & Gen. Reg., Vol. 96, 
pp. 1-27.) 


WAIT. Thomas (p. 404, Ist col.) may have belonged to the 
Wait family of Weathersfield, co. Essex. He was a husbandman. 
Died before 13 Sept. 1665. Married Eleanor , who mar- 
ried secondly as his second wife, Ralph Cowland of Portsmouth, 
about 1669, and died before 25 June 1677. Thomas was granted 
land in Portsmouth in 1644 and 1646. Juryman 8 July 1650. 
Constable 7 June 1658 and 1663. One of the purchasers of 
Conanicut Island, 1656. Owned land at Narragansett and Mis- 
quamicut (Westerly). Estate divided by Portsmouth Town 
Council, 4 Dec. 1669. Inventory 13 Sept. 1665 (R. J. Hist. Soc. 
Coll., Vol. 21, p. 131). Division of estate between widow Eleanor 
and children Samuel, Thomas, Benjamin, Reuben, Jeremiah, and 
Mary. Son Joseph had died s.p. 25 Aug. 1665 and sons Thomas 
and Jeremiah were under age. (Portsmouth Misc. Papers.) 

Samuel (2nd col.). Born about 1640, died Feb. 1676/7. His 
widow, Hannah, m. secondly, before 12 Oct. 1694, James Samp- 
son of Dartmouth, Mass. (son of Henry of the Mayflower). He 
witnessed, as interpreter, an Indian deed at Narragansett on 
8 March 1656/7. He testified, ‘‘aged about 22 years,’’ concern- 
ing the above deed on 23 June 1662. Deposed 26 Feb. 1667/8, 
aged about 27 years. Adm. on his estate granted to his widow 
Hannah in Feb. 1676/7. The last three items in Austin’s account 
of him belong to his son Samuel. To his children (3rd col.), 
add probably Hannah, who occurs in the Bristol Co., Mass., Court 
Files, 12 April 1698. 

Joseph (2nd col.) died s.p. 25 Aug. 1665. Delete his son (3rd 
col.), William of Rochester, Mass. This man was William Wiett 
or Wyatt and misread by Austin as William Wait. 

Add Benjamin (2nd col.) of Hadley, Hatfield and Deerfield, 
Mass. Slain at the taking of Deerfield 29 Feb. 1703/4. Married 
at Hatfield on 8 June 1670, Martha, dau. of John Leonard of 
Springfield, Mass. In the division of his father’s estate he 
received lands at Misquamicut (Westerly, R. I.). One of the 
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guides of Capt. William Turner at the Falls Fight, May 1676. 
On 3 Feb. 1703/4 William Rooker assigned 40 acres in Brook- 
field to Thomas Wait of Sakonnet (Little Compton, R. I.) and to 
Benjamin Wait of Hadley, Mass. On 24 May 1717, Jeremiah, 
John and Joseph Wait of Hatfield and John Belden, Joseph 
Smith and Ebenezer Wells, husbands of the daughters of Ben- 
jamin Wait, deceased, sold the above land to Capt. Thomas Baker 
of Northampton and warranted against their uncle Thomas Wait, 
brother of the said Benjamin (Hampshire Co., Mass., Deeds). 

Children of Benjamin and Martha, add (3rd eol.): 1. Mary, 
b. at Hatfield 25 Feb. 1672/3, m. 4 Dec. 1690 Ebenezer Wells ; 
2. Martha, b. 23 Jan. 1673/4; 3. Sarah, b. abt. 1676, m. John 
Belden; 4. Canada, b. in Canada 22 Jan. 1678/9, where her 
mother was an Indian captive, died 5 May 1749; m. 5 Dee. 1696 
Joseph Smith; 5. John of Hatfield, b. 17 Jan. 1680/1, m. 12 Feb. 
1702/3 Mary Belding; 6. Joseph, b. 17 July 1682, died 21 Jan. 
1686/7 ; 7. Jeremiah, b. 24 Sept. 1684, died at Hatfield Dec. 1733, 
m. 4 April 1706 Mary Graves; 8. Lieut. Joseph, b. 11 Nov. 1688, 
died about 1780, m. first, 19 Nov. 1713 Hannah Billings and 
secondly, 22 Sept. 1720 Mary Warner. 

Reuben (2nd col.). His house built in 1669, in Dartmouth, 
was recently standing, an interesting example of early Rhode 
Island architecture. It was erected between Accoxet (West- 
port) and Appomagansett (South Dartmouth). 

Thomas (2nd col.) born soon after 1648. One of the original 
purchasers of Pocasset (Tiverton) from Gov. Josiah Winslow on 
25 March 1680. Sold land in Dartmouth 28 Aug. 1680. Sold 
land in Punketest Neck (in Tiverton), 13 March 1683/4, and 
again as ‘‘of Little Compton’’ on 7 Jan. 1691/2, and also on 
31 Jan. 1721/2, being then styled ‘‘of Dartmouth.’’ Bought 
land in Brookfield, Mass., on 3 Feb. 1703/4 with brother 
Benjamin. 

Jeremiah (2nd col.) was born soon after 1648. His widow m. 
secondly after 8 March 1690/1. 

(3rd col.) Samuel® (Samuel?, Thomas') of Kingstown sold 
land in Portsmouth at ‘‘Little Silver’? on 30 March 1693 to 
William Burrington and James Sampson and wife Hannah 
released her thirds on 12 Oct. 1694 (Portsmouth Deeds). 

(3rd col.) Thomas* (Reuben?, Thomas!) removed from Dart- 
mouth to East Greenwich, R. I., and was a Freeman there 2 May 
1732. His lands were in that part of East Greenwich afterwards 
set off as West Greenwich. On 6 June 1741 he, ‘‘of West 
Greenwich’’ deeded land there to son Thomas. On 31 Dee. 1743 
he ‘‘of Dartmouth’’ deeded land in West Greenwich to said son, 
Thomas. His youngest child, Alice, was born in East Greenwich, 
the rest in Dartmouth. 
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(3rd col.) Benjamin* (Reuben?, Thomas!) was non compos 
14 June 1749, and William Davol and Edward Cornell were his 
guardians. 

(3rd col.) Joseph* (Reuben*, Thomas'). On 4 Nov. 1763 
Joseph Wait of Dartmouth, yeoman, recalled a power of attorney 
given to his son Samuel Wait of Dartmouth, ‘‘labourer alias sea 
faring man.’’ Will dated 15 Sept. 1761, proved 15 Aug. 1774. 
Names sons Samuel and Stephen, daughter Keziah, grand- 
daughter Roba, dau. of his dau. Marey Wrightington and 
daughters Mary Wait, Alice Sherman, Elizabeth Wilcox, Hannah 
Tripp and Marey Wrightington. 

To children (4th col.) add: 1. Samuel, b. Aug. 1716; 2. Mary, 
b. 24 May 1718; 3. Stephen; 4. Keziah; 5. Alice, m. Robert 
Sherman (int. 26 Nov. 1742); 6. Elizabeth, m. 29 March 1744 
Barjonas Wilcox of Little Compton; 7. Hannah, m. David Tripp 
(int. 23 Aug. 1744); 8. Marey, m. George Wrightington (int. 
31 Dee. 1757). 

(8rd col.) Reuben* (Reuben?, Thomas) m. Elizabeth Hatha- 
way 2 Aug. 1720. Add children: 1. Joseph,.b. 17 Sept. 1722; 
2.(?) Jeremiah, m. 7 Dec. 1754 Patience Kirby; 3. (?) Elizabeth, 
m. 1 Nov. 1746 Joseph Hicks. 

(3rd col.) Jeremiah* (Reuben*, Thomas’) died s.p. 16 Sept. 
1754. 

(8rd col.) Thomas* (Thomas?, Thomas'!). Admitted Freeman 
of R. I. 10 Feb. 1746/7, when Tiverton was set off from Mass. 
to R. I. On 19 Feb. 1750/1 was non compos and son-in-law 
Benjamin Macomber was his guardian. 

Children: 1. Joseph, b. 10 Jan. 1714/5, d. y.; 2. Thomas, b. 
6 Sept. 1716; 3. Sarah, b. 23 Sept. 1717, m. Benjamin Macomber 
at Portsmouth, 9 May 1735; 4. Elizabeth, b. 21 Dec. 1718, feeble- 
minded in care of William Sanford of Tiverton on 8 April 1747; 
5. John, b. 6 Nov. 1720, m. Mary Soule (int. 25 Jan. 1755) ; 
6. Mary, b. 11 April 1722, m. abt. 1745 William Sanford, gent., 
of Tiverton. (New Eng. Hist. & Gen. Reg., Vol. 73, pp. 291-304. ) 


WEEDEN. James® (p. 414, Ist col.), bapt. 30 July 1585 at 
Chesham, co. Bucks., son of Richard? and Joan Weeden of 
Chesham (James', of Chesham). Undoubtedly a descendant of 
a cadet branch of the ancient feudal family of the name, who 
held Chesham as early as 1333. Married first at Chesham, 11 
Sept. 1615, Philippa (bapt. Chesham 14 Jan. 1587/8), dau. of 
William and Joan Cocke of Bilenden in Chesham, who was the 
mother of his children. On 16 May 1651 he was on a Committee 
at Portsmouth. Juryman 2 June 1653, 4 June 1655, and 4 Oct. 
1656. Rate-maker 17 June 1654. Agreed re land with William 
Freeborne on 31 Aug. 1657. 
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Children all bapt. at Chesham: 1. John, bapt. 15 Sept. 1616, 
alive 9 Jan. 1636/7; 2. Deacon William, bapt. 30 May 1619; 
3. Alice, bapt. 26 Sept. 1621 (probably child of James buried 
2 March 1628/9) ; 4. James, bapt. 10 Feb. 1624/5; 5. Anna, bapt. 
1627, alive 9 Jan. 1636/7; 6. Martha, bapt. 1 June 1632, alive 
9 Jan. 1636/7.

WESTCOTT. Steukeley (p. 416, Ist col.) m. at Yeovil, co. 
Somerset, 5 Oct. 1619, Julian Marchante. 

To his children add: Samuel, bapt. Yeovil 31 March 1622, 
probably died young. The dau. Damaris was bapt. at Yeovil, 
27 Jan. 1620/1. (Cf. R. I. Hist. Soc. Coll., Vol. 14, p. 77; R. L. 
Whitman, The Stukeley Westcott Family, Vol. 2, 1929.) 


WILCOX. Edward was father of Daniel and undoubtedly of 
Stephen. On 13:2 mo.: 1660 Daniel Wilcox sold land in Ports- 
mouth to John Briggs, ‘‘which was my fathers, Edward Wilcox’’ 
(Portsmouth Deeds; cf. R. J. Hist. Soc. Coll., Vol. 25, p. 109). 
He was probably a kinsman of Mr. John Wilcox, a merchant of 
Narragansett and New Amsterdam, who had a trading house at 
Cocumseussue (Wickford, R. I.) very early. 

Daniel (2nd col.) married first , who died before 1 Aug. 
1661, when he conveyed land in Portsmouth to Edward Lay, 
reserving ‘‘the land where the grave of my deceased wife’’ is 
situated (Portsmouth Deeds, I, p. 16). His eldest son, Daniel, 
undoubtedly, and probably his second son, Samuel, were the 
children of his first wife. 

(3rd col.) Jeremiah* (Stephen*, Edward’), delete. 

(3rd col.) Daniel* (Daniel?, Edward') died before 9 June 
1702. 

(3rd col.) Samuel® (Daniel?, Edward!) married Mary (born 
_ 1664), daughter of William and Martha (Earle) Wood of Dart- 

mouth. Samuel died before 9 June 1702. His widow Mary 
married secondly Thomas Mallet, merchant of Newport from 
Great Marlow, co. Bucks., who died s.p. 16 Jan. 1703/4 in his 
56th year (M. S. Trinity Church Yard, Newport). She m. 
thirdly, John Sanford of Newport, and died on 15 Dec. 1721 in 
her 57th year (M. 8S. with Sanford coat of arms in Island Ceme- 
tery, Newport). 

Children of Samuel and Mary: 1. Jeremiah, b. 24 Sept. 1683 ; 
2. William, b. 2 Feb. 1684/5; 3. Mary, b. 14 Feb. 1688/9, of 
Newport (cf. New Eng. Hist. & Gen. Reg., Vol. 60, p. 400). 

(3rd col.) Stephen*® (Daniel*, Edward'). His second wife was 
Judith, dau. of Stephen and Mary (Bunker) Coffin of Nantucket. 
She m. first, Peter Folger (d. 1707) of Nantucket, and secondly, 
Nathaniel Barnard of Nantucket (d. 28 Feb. 1717/8). Stephen 
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Wilcox was her third husband. She died 2 Dec. 1760 (New Eng. 
Hist. & Gen. Reg., Vol. 24, p. 152). 

(See for Wilcox family, the present writer’s account in The 
American Genealogist, Vol. 19, pp. 23-31.) 


WILLIAMS. Roger (p. 430, Ist col.), son of James Williams, 
Citizen and Merchant Tailor of London. His mother, Alice 
Pemberton, bapt. St. Albans, co. Herts, 18 Feb. 1564/5, was the 
dau. of Robert and Catherine (Stokes) Pemberton of St. Albans. 
Alice was sister of Roger Pemberton, Esq., of St. Albans, Lord 
of the Manor of Wotton, co. Beds., and High Sheriff of Herts., 
1620; his son was Ralf Pemberton, Esq., Mayor of St. Albans, 
and his son, Sir Francis, was Lord Chief Justice of England 
under Charles II and senior counsel for the Seven Bishops in 
their trial. 

Roger was still a minor on 16 March 1622/3, so certainly born 
after 1602 (Orphan’s Recognizances, 1590-1633) and about 
1603-05. Married at High Lever, co. Essex, while Chaplain to 
Sir William Masham, Mary Barnard, maid to Sir William’s 
step-daughter, Joan Altham, on 15 Dec. 1629. She was undoubt- 
edly Mary, daughter of the noted Puritan divine, the Rev. 
Richard Barnard, rector of Worksop, co. Notts., and Batcombe, 
co. Somerset, who was bapt. at Worksop in 1609. Her brother, 
Musachiel Barnard, a tailor from Batcombe, sailed from Wey- 
mouth to New England on 20 March 1634/5 and settled at Wey- 
mouth, Mass. He is undoubtedly the ‘‘Mr. Barnard, Mr. Wil- 
liams’ wife’s brother,’’ mentioned by William Harris, in a letter 
dated 14 Nov. 1666, as residing in or near Boston, Mass. Prior 
to his marriage to Mary, Roger had wished to marry Joan 
Whalley, granddaughter of Lady Joan Barrington (born Crom- 
well), aunt of Oliver Cromwell, to whom he addressed several 
letters at this time, which greatly offended her. On 15 Aug. 
1644, while on his first visit to England, Roger Williams, clerk, 
and Sidrach Williams, merchant, both-of London, brought suit 
in chancery to recover certain real estate, which had belonged to 
their mother Alice Williams, which their brother Robert Wil- 
liams, ‘‘then beyond seas,’’ had improperly alienated. The bill 
states that Sidrach had been absent for seven years in Italy 
and that Roger had also been beyond seas. Sidrach was a mem- 
ber of the Merchant Tailors Company, in whose records he is 
described as a merchant to Italy and the Levant. Roger 
Williams speaks of his brother, a ‘‘Turkey Merchant.’’ Robert, 
their other brother, came to Providence and was later school- 
master at Newport; he, apparently, had no issue. James Wil- 
liams, their father, citizen and merchant tailor of London, was 
made free of the Merchant Tailors Company on 7 April 1587. 
His will, dated 7 Sept. 1620, was proved 19 Nov. 1621. He 
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resided in Cow Lane in the parish of St. Sepulcher’s without 
Newgate in London. In his reply to the chancery bill of Roger 
and Sidrach, dated 28 Aug. 1644, the respondent states that 
Roger ‘‘stands in contempt.’’ This is evidently the Chancery 
ease referred to by Roger, as the one where he lost great sums 
for refusing to take an oath. (New Eng. Hist. & Gen. Reg., 
Vol. 48, pp. 290-303, 427; Vol. 97, pp. 176-181; Ryder’s Book 
Notes, 25 May 1912.) He died between 15 March 1682/3 and 
25 April 1683. 


WILLIAMS. Robert. (Omitted by Austin. Of London, 
Providence and Newport. Born about 1610. Died about 1680-1). 
Brother of Roger Williams. Legatee under the will of his father, 
James Williams, citizen and Merchant Taylor of the parish of 
St. Sepulchres without Newgate, London, on 7 Sept. 1620. (New 
Eng. Hist. & Gen. Reg., Vol. 43, p. 291.) Under age 16 March 
1622/3 (Orphan’s Recognizances, 1590-1633). Apprenticed to 
his brother Sydrach Williams in the Merchant Taylors Company, 
6 March 1626/7 (Register, Vol. 48, p. 427). Executor and 
residuary legatee under the will of his mother Alice Williams 
of St. Sepulchres, 1 Aug. 1634 (ib., p. 292). His maladministra- 
tion of her estate was the cause of the chancery suit brought by 
his brothers, Sydrach and Roger; on 15 Aug. 1644 against Walter 
Chauncy, citizen and Goldsmith of London and the overseers of 
the will. Met with financial reverses and emigrated to New 
England shortly before this date (Register, Vol. 97, p. 178). 

Settled in Providence about 1643-44 and signed the Providence 
Combination (Chapin’s Doc. Hist., Vol. 1, pp. 114, 120). Pur- 
chased on or before 27 Jan. 1644/5 a house lot in Providence of 
William Reynolds (ib., p. 234). On 10:7mo.:1646 he and 
others signed a declaration regarding their purchase of lands 
from Ousamequin (Massasoit) on behalf of the town of Provi- 
dence (ib., p. 240). Write to John Winthrop, Jr., 18 April 1647 
(ib., Vol. 2, p. 180). Chosen on 16 May 1647 one of ten men 
to represent Providence in a General Court held at Portsmouth 
18 May 1647 (7b., Vol. 1, p. 243). Signed an agreement at Provi- 
dence Dec. 1647 (ib., p. 249). Moderator of Providence Town 
Meeting 25: 10 mo. : 1647 (ib., p. 236) and frequently thereafter. 
Commissioner from Providence 16 May 1648, 4 Nov. 1651, 18 
May 1652 and 28 Oct. 1652 (ib., p. 250; R. I. Col. Ree. I: 235, 
241, 245). On Providence Roll of Freemen 1655 (R. I. Col. Rec., 
I: 299). Appointed 8 April 1665 Magistrate for the King’s 
Province (Narragansett) by the Royal Commissioners (ib., II: 
94). Removed to Newport, where he was the schoolmaster in 
1672 (G. Fox Digged out of his Burrows). General Solicitor 
of the Colony, 7 May 1673, 6 May 1674, 2 May 1676 and 5 May 
1680 (R. I. Col. Ree. IT, IIT). 


A BURLEIGH-BURLEY-BUTLER CONJECTURE

The Burleigh or Burley descendants of Giles Burley, Birdly 
or Berdly have long sought his English home and ancestry. 
Existing New England records concerning him are of little help. 

In 1648, Giles Birdly was of Ipswich, Massachusetts, which 
place was largely settled by Wiltshire people, and the names 
Burley and Burleigh are common in that county of England. 

His will, drawn 18 July, proved 20 September 1668, is recorded 
in Volume I, Essex (County, Mass.) Registry of Probate, at 
Salem, Massachusetts. The instrument calls him ‘‘Ghiles Birdly 
of Ipswich. ..... weak in bodye.’’ It names wife Elizabeth; 
sons, Andrew, James and John; executor, friend Theophilus 
Wilson; and overseers, Deacon Knowlton and Jacob Foster. 
The subscription—probably because of illness—is by mark, a 
well-formed ‘‘B’’ between the words ‘‘Ghils Berdly.’’ 

Andrew was born 5 September 1657, James 10 February 1659, 
Giles and John 13 July 1662. 

The will directs that formeg engagements of his deceased 
uncle be fulfilled. The uncle, Andrew Hodges, took the free- 
man’s oath at Watertown 2 June 1641 (Colony Records; I-312), 
but was of Ipswich 26 August 1639 when he bought seven acres 
of land. He died there in December 1665, apparently without 
issue. He married (1) Ann , who died 15 November 1658 
at Ipswich. He married (2) 27 November 1659, Lydia, widow 
of Abraham Browne of Watertown. She returned to Water- 
town, where lived her children by her first husband, and there 
died 27 September 1686. 

The long will of Andrew Hodges, recorded in Volume XI, 
folio 96, in the Office of the Clerk of the Courts at Salem, was 
drawn 11 October 1665 and proved 27 March 1666. Giles Birdly, 
a nephew, was principal legatee. One Walden was also among 
the legatees. An Edward Walden was then of Ipswich. If the 
surname Walden be a variation of Alderne, then the mention of 
‘* Aunt Hodges’’ in the will (1656) of Thomas Alderne of London 
becomes of interest (Waters’ Gleanings in England). 

In the New England Historical and Genealogical Register, 
Volume 14, at pages 332, 333, Mr. S. G. Drake gives among ship 
lists : 

sOUTHON.—A list of names of such Passengts as shipt themselves at 


the town of Hampton, in the James of London of iije tonnes, William 
Cooper Mr vrs New England, in and aboute the vt of Aprill, 1635. 


The list includes: Giles Butler, George Cousins, Thomas Colman, 
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Thomas Goddard, and John Pithouse. These names are con- 
nected by a brace and jointly described as ‘‘of Marlborough, 
county Wilts, laborers or husbandmen.’’ The names have been 
repeated thus in various compilations by C. H. Pope, C. E. Banks, 
and others. 

Savage’s Genealogical Dictionary describes Giles Birdly much 
as he is shown above. Of Giles Butler, he writes: ‘‘who came in 
the James from Southampton 1635, to Boston, arr. 3 June, was 
ealled in the custom ho. of Marlborough, in co. Wilts, but all else 
is unk.”’ 

No subsequent mention of Giles Butler in New England has 
been found. It seems likely that Butler is a misreading of 
Berdly or Birdly. Comparison of the two names, when written 
in the modified Court Hand of the period (1635), shows how 
easily such a misreading could have occurred. 

Meanwhile, until such time as the original ship list in London 
is again available for more careful examination, the conjecture 
is recorded here. 


WILLIAM THORP OF NEW HAVEN, CONN. 


By Donatp Lives Jacosus, M.A., of New Haven, Conn. 


‘*The Original Lists,’’ by John Camden Hotten, 1874, page 67, 
in a list of persons to be transported, 16 Apr. 1635, in the 
‘*Expectacion,’’ to the Island of Providence, names: 


Willm Thorp 30 
Elizabeth Thorp 20 
Elizabeth Thorp 2 


Some have connected the above family with William Tharp 
(as the name was usually spelled for several generations in New 
Haven) who was an original signer of the Fundamental Agree- 
ment at New Haven, 4 June 1639, and whose name appears on 
the first list of freemen [New Haven Colony Records, vol. 1, 
pp. 9, 17]. In fact, the following positive statement, on the 
authority of the late Sheldon B. Thorpe, was made in The New 
England Hist. and Gen. Register, volume 59, page 392: 

William Thorpe, a founder and settler of New Haven, Conn., came to 
New England about 1635, being then about thirty years of age, with his 
wife Elizabeth, twenty years of age, and daughter Elizabeth, aged two 
years. His wife Elizabeth died Oct. 9, 1660, and he married second, 
Margaret, widow of Robert Pigg. His will was dated Sept. 12, 1670, 
and he died about 1684. 


Much of this statement is incorrect, and as a whole we are 
under the obligation of challenging it. William Tharpe died 
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about 1679, not 1684. His will was dated 12 Sept. 1670, and 
the inventory of his estate was taken 8 Nov. 1679, of course after 
his decease [New England Hist. and Gen. Register, vol. 81, p. 
133 ; verified in the original New Haven Probate Records, vol. 1, 
part 1, p. 182]. The death of a wife Elizabeth is not recorded 
on 9 Oct. 1660, nor on any other date; and the given name of 
his first wife has not been found in any original record. His 
marriage to his second wife, Margaret, widow of Robert Pigg, is 
on record, and occurred 8 Oct. 1661. 

In 1646 ‘‘Bro. Tharpe’’ gave testimony as to directions which 
‘this m'’’ John Johnson had left regarding his property at the 
time of Johnson’s removal from New Haven to Massachusetts 
[New Haven Colony Records, vol. 1, p. 272]. This indicates 
that William Tharpe came to New Haven as servant of John 
Johnson, one of the three Johnson brothers who were among the 
first settlers. Hence, his identification with the William Thorp 
who left England in 1635, aged 30, and with a wife and child, 
is most unlikely. Attention should also be given to the list of 
persons and estates, which the historian Atwater attributes to 
the year 1641, in which ‘‘ Will Thorp’’ was credited with three 
persons in his family [New Haven Colony Records, vol. 1, p. 93}. 
This would be himself, wife, and eldest son Nathaniel, who had 
been baptized in New Haven in 1640. 

The documentary evidence therefore indicates quite clearly 
that William Tharpe came to this country, probably with the 
original New Haven company in 1637, as servant of John 
Johnson, and hence unmarried at that time.

ADDENDA 


The publication of the article on the Ludlam family by 
Conklin Mann, Esq., has brought further data from others who 
are interested in this difficult family. We are indebted to Mr. 
H. Clifford Campion, Jr., of Swarthmore, Penn., for the following 
addenda relating to the children of JosepH*® Lupiam [No. 23, 
see vol. 20, pp. 28-30] : 


i. ANTHONY‘, b. say 1697 or 1698; d. July 1737 leaving a will which 
names wife Priscitua. The only authority for the statement 
that Priscilla was dau. of Henry Young of Cape May is the 
account of the family written about 1840 by Providence Ludlum 
Sheppard, a great-grandson of Anthony and Priscilla, copied by 
Anthony J. Ludlam of Springfield, Ill., who published his gene- 
alogy in 1878. This statement is doubted by Mr. Campion on 
chronological grounds. Priscilla m. (2) by license dated 18 May 
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“1739 (in which she is called ‘‘Beulah’’), John Cresse, who d. 
intestate in 1745; and she m. (3) Charles Dennis, who d. testate, 
May 1749. Charles Dennis was son of Jonathan and Rachel 
Dennis of Salem County. In his will be mentions wife Priscilla, 
also his step-sons Joseph Ludlam and John Cresse, as well as his 
own son Charles. 

ii. ABIGAIL, b. about 1700; d. after 1765; m. about 1720, JoHN 
ScuLL, Jr., son of John and Mary Scull of Great Egg Harbor, 
Gloucester Co., N. J. 

iii. Isaac, b. about 1704; married ABIGAIL Providence L. 
Sheppard stated in his account that Isaac removed to Albermarle, 
N. C. Search of the counties abutting on Albermarle Sound 
failed to disclose his presence there, but he was of Brunswick 
County, N. C., when he made his will, 24 Oct. 1769, in which he 
names ten children [Deed Book A, p. 135, Wilmington, N. C.]. 
He was of New Hanover County, N. C., on 1 Mar. 1758, when 
he sold land to John Stanton, probably his son-in-law. 

iv. JOSEPH, b. about 1706; d. testate, early in 1753; m. (1) (by 
license, 23 Jan. 1733) ALeruea SmiTH, dau. of Thomas and 
Alethea (Dayton) Smith; m. (2) (by license, 17 Apr. 1747), 
ABIGAIL YOUNG, dau. of Henry and Abigail (Corson) (Hand) 
Young. His widow m. (2) (by license, 27 June 1758), Jonathan 
Smith, son of William Smith, Sr., of Cape May County. 

v. JEREMIAH, b. about 1708; d. and m, twice as stated. 

vi. PHOEBE, b. about 1710; d. 23 Aug. 1766 ae. 56 (g.s., First Baptist 
Church Yard, Cape May Court House); m. (1) (by license, 20 
Sept. 1729), ELtisHa ELpringg, b. abt. 1703, d. testate in 1732, 
son of Ezekiel and Sarah; m. (2) DANIEL Norton, b. abt. 1704, 
d. 21 Apr. 1755 in 51st yr. (g.s.), son of Nathaniel; m. (3) (by 
license, 28 Dec. 1757), Henry Youna, b. 1690, d. 8 Apr. 1767 
in 77th yr. 

vii. SARAH, b. about 1713; d. 28 June 1732; m. in 1731, as his first 
wife, RICHARD TOWNSEND, JR., b. 11 June 1710, son of Richard 
and Millicent (Somers) Townsend. 

viii. ELizaABeTH, b. about 1716; living 1761; m. (by license, 1 Sept. 
1740), Lewis CRESSE. 


Mr. M. E. Tracy, of Los Angeles, Calif., makes an interesting 
comment on the parentage of Samue.* Lupuam of Morris County, 
N. J. [No. 27, see vol. 20, p. 20]. Mr. Mann pointed out that 
Samuel must be placed as son of John [No. 9] or of Joseph 
[No. 10], and supposed that Samuel married a Creed, as he 
named a son Creed Ludlam. However, Samuel Ludlam m. 7 
June 1716, Hannah Drake, at Jamaica, L. I. This appears to 
push the Creed connection a generation further back. Since 
John® Ludlam [No. 9] married Ruth Carpenter, while the wife 
of Joseph* Ludlam [No. 10] is unknown, Mr. Tracy suggests that 
Samuel* was son of Joseph*, and that Joseph* may have married 
a Creed. William Creed was buried at Jamaica, 5 Mar. 1717; 
and ‘‘Old’’ Mrs. Creed was buried there, 31 Jan. 1726. So far 
as dates are concerned, a daughter of this couple could have 
married Joseph* Ludlam.

‘BULKELEY-DARLING NOTE 


By DonaLp Lines Jacosus, M.A., of New Haven, Conn. 


It is generally recognized that land tenure is one of the most 
important evidences for lines of descent in England, and the 
sources which contain records of legal action pertaining to the 
inheritance or right to lands are frequently consulted. Strangely 
enough, the County Court records where suits between relatives, 
often pertaining to land ownership, are entered in New England, 
are seldom consulted. The following item, from the unindexed 
Fairfield, Conn., Cotinty Court Records, Volume 1768-1773, shows 
the value of such entries. 


April 1768. Jonathan Bulkly of Fairfield vs. Gershom Bulkly, 
William Osborn, Eleazer Osborn, Talcott Bulkly, Peter Bulkly 2d, 
Hezekiah Bulkly, all of Fairfield, David Osborn of Stratford, and 
Joseph Darling, Hezekiah Smith, and Eleazer Smith Jur, all of Redding. 


The relationship between most of the parties to this suit is set 
forth in The Bulkeley Genealogy (1933) by the present writer, 
and is briefly summarized below, the names of the persons in the 
suit being italicized. 
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Dr. Peter? Bulkley, son of Rev. Peter and Grace (Chetwood) 
Bulkeley, by his wife Margaret had two sons and three daughters: 


1. Grace* (ca. 1670- ); m. 1692 Ebenezer Kilbourn (ca. 1665-1711). 

2. Margaret (ca. 1673- ); history not ascertained. 

3. Capt. Gershom (ca. 1676-1753) m. (1) ea. 1700 Eunice Hanford

Putting Joseph Darling aside for the moment, it is clear that 
those sued by Jonathan Bulkley were his first cousins, except the 
two Smiths who were children of a first cousin. The suit must 
therefore be connected with inheritance of land or of property 
rights from the grandfather, Dr. Peter? Buikley. The record 
volume gives only the amount claimed, and the verdict ; the files 
may contain more details. Why Jonathan omitted the children 
of his aunt Grace (Bulkley) Kilbourn; the daughters of his 
aunt Dorothy (Bulkley) Osborn,—although including her three 
sons; his cousin, Grace (Bulkley) Burr; and the eldest son of 
his cousin, Eunice (Bulkley) Smith,—although including her 
other two sons; is not apparent. Some of the heirs may have 
settled with Jonathan before the suit was brought; some may 
have been omitted through oversight. 

The suit confirms three conclusions set forth in The Bulkeley 
Genealogy. First, Peter* the father of Jonathan* had always 
previously been identified as Peter* (Joseph*®, Thomas*, Peter’), 
who was about the same age as himself; their wives and children 
had been erroneously interchanged. To the evidence presented 
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in the book cited, is now added the fact that Jonathan, if 
descended from Thomas’, would have been too distantly related 
to the defendants, who were all descended from Peter’, to sue 
them in a matter of inheritance. The half-brothers,Thomas? and 
Peter*, were early settlers in Fairfield, but their father never 
lived there or owned land there. Hence it follows that Jonathan* 
descended, like the defendants in the suit, from Peter, and this 
confirms the writer’s conclusion that Peter®, the father of Jona- 
than*, was son of Peter’. 

Secondly, the statement that Dorothy the wife of David Osborn 
was Dorothy® Bulkley has always been based on: (1) Bulkley 
names among her children; (2) the choice of her brother, Peter* 
Bulkley, as guardian by two of Dorothy’s children; and (3) an 
old Osborn family record which states the name of David 
Osborn’s wife as Dorothy ‘‘Buckley.’’ To this evidence is now 
added the naming of the three Osborn sons in the suit brought 
by Dorothy’s nephew, Jonathan‘ Bulkley. 

In the third place, the marriage of Eunice* Bulkley to Eleazer 
Smith was based entirely on circumstantial evidence (see The 
Bulkeley Genealogy, p. 182). It is now confirmed by the naming 
of two of her Smith sons as defendants in Jonathan Bulkley’s 
suit. 

One name in the suit is not explained, that of Joseph Darling. 
This man was baptized at Fairfield, 29 June 1701; he settled in 
Redding, Conn., and a son, Joseph, Jr., was baptized at the latter 
place, 17 Oct. 1743 [Families of Old Fairfield, 2:274], but it 
was more likely the older man who was named in the 1768 action. 
If so, it could only be as husband of a cousin of Jonathan Bulk- 
ley. The only cousin who is available is Rachel* Bulkley (born 
1707), daughter of Capt. Gershom® and Rachel (Talcott) Bulk- 
ley, who was living in 1753 when her father made his will, but 
whose marriage has never been found. She is right in age to 
be wife of Joseph Darling. No wife has hitherto been found 
for him. His first child was named Rachel, and his third child 
was named Grace. Rachel would be for herself and her mother, 
while Grace is a strong Bulkley name, descending from Grace 
(Chetwood) Bulkley to Rachel’s aunt, Grace*, and her sister, 
Grace*, 

This strong clue is given for the benefit of Darling descendants, 
for if established it provides a descent not only from Rev. Peter 
Bulkeley and his high-born wife, but also from Governor Talcott. 
Daughters of Joseph Darling married Benjamin Sturgis, Joseph 
Dikeman, Austin Baxter, and Joseph Meeker. His sons were 
Benjamin of Redding, Joseph of Ridgefield, and probably Jon- 
athan of Redding.* 


*The Samuel Darling placed with an interrogation point in his family (Families of 
Old Fairfield, 2:275) was perhaps more likely a grandson of Joseph’s older brother John. 


‘ THE WIFE OF ROBERT MARMION 


By G. ANDREWS Morrarty, A.M., LL.B., F.A.S.G., F.S.A. 


In the ‘‘History of the Baronial Family of Marmion’’ by 
C. F. R. Palmer, Tamworth 1875, it is suggested that Robert 
Marmion II, who died in or shortly before Oct. 1181, married 
Elizabeth, daughter of Gervase Count of Rethel, and this view 
is followed by Mr. Watson (The Genealogist, n. s., XIV, 70) and, 
in his masterly account of the family in the New Complete Peer- 
age (VIII, 509), Mr. C. T. Clay, F.S.A., says that there is some 
evidence that Elizabeth, daughter of Count Gervase of Rethel, 
was married by her step-father to Robert Marmion (II) away 
from her country, in order to disinherit her. 

Mr. Watson in The Genealogist (op. cit.) cites the chronicle 
of Alberic, Canon of Huyon-sur-Meuse (which ends in 1241), 
where it is stated that Gervase, son of Count Hugh, and brother 
of Baldwin II, King of Jerusalem, was Archbishop of Rheims, 
but resigned, after the death of King Philip (1108), and returned 
to the world, becoming Count of Rethel on his father’s death 
about 1118. Gervase married Elizabeth, daughter of Count 
Godfrey of Namur, and died in 1124. Alberic further states 
that Elizabeth then married Clarembald de Rosoy, who, in order 
to disinherit her, married the only daughter of Gervase out of 
her country to a certain noble of Normandy named Robert 
Marmion. Mr. Watson says that Alberic, who wrote about a 
century later, was as accurate as most chroniclers. In view of 
this evidence, I think the Marmion-Rethel marriage may be 
accepted, as Alberic was a local writer and as the very unusual- 
ness of the marriage makes for the accuracy of the statement. 

It must, however, be noted that Alberic does not give the name 
of the daughter, nor does he specify, which Robert Marmion was 
her husband. Robert Marmion I of Fontenaye-le-Marmion and 
Serivelsby (co. Lines.) succeeded his father Roger about 1130, 
when he paid his relief to have seisin of his father’s lands 
(P. R. 31 Hen. I). Roger was holding Scrivelsby in the Lindsey 
Survey (1115-1118). Robert I was active in the wars of Stephen 
and the Empress and died in 1143-44, when he was succeeded by 
his son Robert II who, as above stated, died shortly before Oct. 
1181. Robert I married Milicent, who after her husband’s death 
in 1143-4 remarried Richard de Camville and had issue by both 
husbands. (N.C.P. VIII, pp. 505-509.) 

The daughter of Count Gervase was born before 1124 and 
not earlier than 1108, probably a little later, about 1115-1120; 
she married, probably about 1132-33, Robert Marmion and had 
Robert, who assented to his parents’ charter to Polesworth about 
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1139. For chronological reasons it would, therefore, seem more 
likely that it was Robert Marmion I, who married the daughter 
of the Count of Rethel and that her name was Milicent. This is 
also suggested by the fact that the mother of Count Gervase of 
Rethel was Milicent de Montlhéry, hence if Milicent the wife of 
Robert Marmion I was the person involved, she would be named 
for her paternal grandmother. 

There is positive evidence that this was the case: Kennet in 
his Parochial Antiquities (I, 154) cites a charter of Queen 
Adeliza of Louvain, wife of Henry I, preserved in the Reading 
Chartulary, whereby she gave part of Stanton (Stanton Har- 
court), co. Oxon., to Milicent, wife of Robert Marmion, ‘‘cognata 
mea.’’ The gift was evidently made prior to the death of Robert 
Marmion I in 1143-4. After Milicent’s marriage to Richard de 
Camville, the latter, at the request of Milicent his wife and 
Robert Marmion her son, gave the chapel of South Leigh (then 
part of Stanton) to Reading Abbey (Kennet, op. cit., I, 140). 
Stanton passed with Isabel, daughter of Richard and Milicent, 
to her husband, Robert de Harcourt of Bosworth, co. Leiecs., as 
her maritagium, and from that day to this, as Stanton Harcourt 
it has remained in that family. 

The following table* shows that Queen Adeliza was second 
cousin of the daughter of Gervase, Court of Rethel, who is thus 
identified as the Milicent wife of Robert Marmion whom she 
called her kinswoman :

In view of the above, I think we may conclude that it was 
Robert Marmion I who married the daughter of the Count of 
Rethel, and that her name was Milicent.t
